A. See ALPHA. 

AAr’on (mountaineer or enlightener). Son of Am- 
ramand Jochebed, and elder brother of Moses and 
Miriam, Num. xxvi. 59. Direct descendant of Levi 
by both parents. Called ‘‘the Levite,”’ Ex. iv. 14, 
when chosen as the ‘‘spokesman’’ of Moses. Mar- 
ried Elisheba, daughter of the prince of Judah, and 
had four sons, Nadab, Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar, 
Ex. vi. 23. Eighty-three years old when introduced 
in the Bible. Mouthpiece and encourager of Moses 
before the Lord and the people of Israel, and in the 
Court of the Pharaoh, Ex. iv. 30; vii. 2. Miracle 
worker of the Exodus, Ex. vii. 19. Helped Hur to 
stay the weary hands of Moses in the battle with 
Amalek, Ex. xvii. 9-12. In a weak moment yielded 
to idolatry among his people and incurred the wrath 
of Moses, Ex. xxxii. Consecrated tothe priesthood by 
Moses, Ex. xxix. Anointed and sanctified, with his 
sons, to minister in the priest’s office, Ex. xl. Mur- 
mured against Moses at the instance of Miriam, but 
repented and joined Moses in prayer for Miriam’s re- 
covery, Num. xii. His authority in Israel vindicated 
by the miracle of the rod, Num. xvii. Died on Mt. 
Hor, at age of one hundred and twenty-three years, 
and was succeeded in the priesthood by his son Elea- 
zar, Num. xx. 22-29. Office continued in his line till 
time of Eli. Restored to house of Eleazar by Solo- 
mon, 1 Kgs. ii. 27. 

AAr/on-ites. Priests of the line of Aaron, 1 Chr. 
xii. 27, Of whom Jehoiada was ‘‘ chief,” or ‘‘ leader,” 
in the time of King Saul, 1 Chr. xxvii. 5. 

Ab (father). (1) A syllable of frequent occurrence 


in the composition of Hebrew proper names, and sig- , 
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nifies possession or endowment. Appears in Chaldaic 
form of Abba in N. T., Mark xiv. 36; Rom. viii. 15; 
Gal. iv. 6. (2) Eleventh month of the Jewish civil, 
and fifth of the sacred, year ; corresponding to parts 
of July and August. [Montu.] 

Ab/4-ciic, 2 Esdr. i. 40. [Hapaxxux.] 

A-bAd/don (destroyer). King of the locusts, and 
angel of the bottomless pit. The Greek equivalent is 
Apollyon, Rev. ix. 11. 

Ab/4-di/as, 1 Esdr. viii. 35. [OpapraH.] 

A-pag’/tha (God-given). One of the seven cham- 
berlains in the court of King Ahasuerus, Esth. i. 10. 

Ab/A-na (stony). Ariver of Damascus, preferred 
by Naaman to the Jordan for healing purposes, 2 Kgs. 
v.12. Believed to be identical with the present Barada, 
which rises in the Anti-Libanus range, twenty-three 
miles N. W. of Damascus, runs by several streams 
through the city, and thence across a plain into the 
‘* Meadow Lakes,”’ where it is comparatively lost. 

Ab/a-rim (mountains beyond). A range of moun- 
tains or highlands of Moab, east of and facing Jordan 
opposite Jericho, Num. xxvii. 12; xxxiii. 47; Deut. 
xxxii. 49. Ije-abarim, in Num. xxi. 11, heaps or ruins 
of Abarim. Nebo, Peor, and Pisgah belong to this 
range. ‘ Passages,’ in Jer. xxii. 20. 

Abba (father). Chaldaic form of Hebrew Ab. 
Applied to God in Mark xiv. 36; Rom. viii. 15; Gal. 
iv. 6. 

Ab/da (servant). (1) Father of Adoniram, 1 Kgs. 
iv. 6. (2) Son of Shammua, Neh. xi. 17. Called 
Obadiah in 1 Chr. ix. 16. 

Ab/de-el (servant of God). Father of Shelemiah, 
Jer. xxxvi. 26. 
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High Priest. (See Aaronites.) 


Ab/di (my servant). (1) A Merarite, grandfather 
of Ethan the Singer, and father of Kishi, 1 Chr. vi. 44. 
(2) Father of Kish, of Levitical descent, 2 Chr. xxix. 
12. (3) Son of Elam, who had married a foreign wife, 
in time of Ezra, Ez. x. 26. 

Ab’di-as, 2 Esdr. i, 39. [OxsapraH.] 

Ab/di-&1 (servant of God). Father of Ahi and 
son of Guni. A Gadite chief of Bashan in the time 
of King Jotham of Judah, 1 Chr. v. 15. Milton, in 
“ Paradise Lost,” uses the name as that of a fallen 
angel. 

Ab/din (servile). (1) An Ephraimite judge of 
Israel for eight years, Judg. xii. 13-15. Supposed to be 
same as Bedan in 1 Sam. xii. 11. (2) Son of Shashak, 
1 Chr. viii. 23. (3) A Benjamite, son of Jehiel, of 
Gibeon, 1 Chr. viii. 30; ix. 36. (4) Son of Micah in 
Josiah’s time, 2 Chr. xxxiv. 20; supposably Achbor 
in 2 Kgs. xxii. 12. (5) A city in tribe of Asher, as- 
signed to the Levites, Josh. xxi. 30; 1 Chr. vi. 74; 
associated with modern Abdeh, 10 miles N. E. of 
Accho, or Acre, the Ptolemais of N. T. 

-béd/=né-g90 (servant of Nego, or Nebo, name of 
lanet Mercury worshipped as scribe and interpreter). 
ame given by the prince of Chaldean eunuchs to 

Azariah, one of the three friends and fellow-captives 
at Babylon of Daniel, Dan. i. 7. He refused to bow 
to the golden image of Nebuchadnezzar, and wascon- 
demned to the fiery furnace, from which he miracu- 
lously escaped, Dan. iii. 

A’/bél (breath, vapor). Second son of Adam and 
Eve. A keeper of sheep, and murdered by his bro- 
ther Cain through jealousy, Gen. iv. 2-8. See also 
Heb. xi. 4; 1 John iii. 12; Matt. xxiii. 35. 

A’bél (meadow). A prefix for several names of 
towns and places. (1) The ‘‘ plain of the vineyards’? 
in Judg. xi. 33; see marg. 2) A city in the north 
of Palestine, attacked by Joab, 2 Sam. xx. 14,15. 
Probably same as Abel-Beth-Maachah. ‘“ Plain of the 
vineyard,’’ Judg. xi. 33, marg. note. ‘Great stone 
of,’? 1 Sam. vi. 18. 

A/bél=béth=ma/a-chah (meadow of house of 
oppression). A town inN. Palestine, near Damascus, 
doubtless the same as attacked by Joab, 2 Sam. xx. 
14,15; and attacked by Benhadad, 1 Kgs. xv. 20, and 
by Tiglath-pileser, 2 Kgs. xv. 29. 
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A’bél=ma/im (meadow of waters). Another 
name for Abel-beth-maachah, 2 Chr. xvi. 4. 

A/bél=mé-hO/lah (meadow of the dance). A place 
in the Jordan valley, 1 Kgs. iv. 12, whither fled the 
enemy routed by Gideon, Judg. vii. 22. Home of 
Elisha, 1 Kgs. xix. 16. 

A’/bél=miz/ri-im (meadow, or mourning, of 
Egypt). A name given by the Canaanites to the 

‘| threshing floor of Atad, where Joseph and his brethren 
mourned for Jacob, Gen. 1. 11. Probably near Hebron. 

A/bél=shit/tim (meadow of the acacias). A spot 
near Jordan, in Moabite plain, and last halting place 
of the wandering Israelites, Num. xxxiii. 49. Called 
Shittim in Num. xxy. 1; Josh. ii. 1. 

A/bé1, Stone of. Place in the field of Joshua, 
the Bethshemite, where the ark of the Lord was set 
down, 1 Sam. vi. 18. 

A’béz (lofty). A town in thesection allotted to the 
tribe of Issachar, Josh. xix. 20, 

A/bi (progenitor). Mother of King Hezekiah and 
daughter of Zachariah, 2 Kgs. xviii. 2; Isa. viii. 2. 
Abijah in 2 Chr. xxix. 1. | 

A-bi/a, A-bi/ah, and A-bi/jah (the Lord is my 
Sather), are variants of the same word. Abia in 1 
Chr. iii. 10, and Matt. i. 7, is the son of Rehoboam; 
and in Luke i. 5, is the eighth of the twenty-four 
courses of priests. For division of priests see 1 Chr. 
xxiy. and particularly vs. 10. 

A-bi/ah. (1) A son of Becher, 1 Chr. vii. 8. (2) 
Wife of Hezron, 1 Chr. ii. 24. (3) Second son of 
Samuel and associate judge with Joel in Beersheba, 
1 Sam. viii. 2; 1 Chr. vi. 28. 

A’'bi=AVbdn (father of strength). One of Da- 
vid’s warriors, 2 Sam. xxiii. 31. Spelled Abiel in 
other places. 

A-bi/’-siph ( father of gathering). A Levite, one 
of the sons of Korah, and head of a Korhite family, 
Ex. vi. 24. Written Ebiasaph in 1 Chr. vi. 23, 37. 

A-bi’a-thir ( father of abundance). Son of Ahime- 
lech, and fourth high priest in descent from Eli, of 
the line of Ithamar, younger son of Aaron, 1 Sam. 
xxiii. 9, only one of Ahimelech’s sons who escaped the 
vengeance of Saul in the slaughter at Nob, 1 Sam. 
xxii.19, 20. Fled to David at Keilah, and became a 
high priest. Deprived of the high priesthood by Solo- 
mon. For fuller history read 1 Sam. xxii.to 1 Kgs. iii. 

A/’bib (green fruits), called also Nisan. Seventh 
month of Jewish civil, and first of the sacred year, 
Ex, xii. 2. [Montx.] 

A-bi'da and A-bi/dah (father of knowledge). 
One of the sons of Midian, 1 Chr. i. 33; Gen. xxv. 4. 

Ab/i-diin ( father of judgment). Chief of the tribe 
or Benjamin at exode, Num. i. 11; ii. 22; vii. 60; x. 
24. 

A-bi’el (father of strength). (1) Father of Kish 
and grandfather of Saul and Abner, 1 Sam.ix. 1. (2) 
One of David’s generals, 1 Chr. xi. 32, called Abial- 
bon in 2 Sam. xxiii. 31. 

A’ bi-@zer ( father of help). (1) Eldest son of Gil- 
ead and head of a family in tribe of Manasseh, Josh. 
xvii. 2; 1 Chr. vii. 18. (2) One of David’s mighty 
men, 2 Sam. xxiii. 27; 1 Chr. xi. 28; xxvii. 12. 

A’ bi-&z/rite ( father of help). A family descended 
from Abiezer, Judg. vi. 11; viii. 32. 

Ab/t-gail (father of joy). (1) Wife of Nabal of 
Carmel, and afterwards of David. Noted for her 
beauty and wisdom, 1 Sam. xxv. 3, 14-44. (2) A sis- 
ter of David, married to Jether the Ishmaelite, and 
mother of Amasa, 2 Sam. xvii. 25; 1 Chr. ii. 17. 

Ab/i-hi/il (father of strength). (1) Father of 
Zuriel, chief of the house of the families of Marayi, 
Num. iii. 36, (2) Wife of Abishur, 1 Chr. ii. 29. (3) 
Son of Huri of the tribe of Gad, 1 Chr. v. 14. (4) 
Wife of Rehoboam, 2 Chr. xi. 18. (5) Father of Es- 
ther and uncle of Mordecai, Esth. ii. 15; ix. 29. 

Adiv/hi (God ts father). Second son of Aaron and 
Elisheba, Num. iii. 2; Ex. vi. 23. Ascended Sinai 
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with Moses and the elders, Ex. xxviii. 1. Set apart 
with his brothers for the priesthood. Consumed, with 
his brother Nadab, for offering strange fire before the 
Lord, Lev. x. 1, 2. 

A-bi/hiid (father of praise). Son of Bela and 
grandson of Benjamin, 1 Chr. viii. 3. 

A-bi/jah and A-bi/jam (whose father is Jeho- 
vah). (1) Ason of King Jeroboam I. ; died in early 
life, 1 Kgs. xiv. (2) Son of Rehoboam, and his suc- 
cessor to the throne. A wicked king. Reign, 959- 
956 B. o., 2 Chr. xii. 16; xiii, Written Abijam in 1 
Kgs. xv.1. (3) A descendant of the high priest Elea- 
zar, 1 Chr. xxiv. 10; Neh. xii.17. The priestly course 
Abia, Luke i. 5, belonged to Zacharias, father of John 
the Baptist. (4) A priest who entered the covenant 
with Nehemiah, Neh. x. 7. 

-bi/jam. See ABIJAH (2). 

Ab-i-le/né (from Abila, land of meadows). A Syri- 
an tetrarchy whose capital was Abila, situated cn 
the oastern slopes of the Anti-Libanus range. The 
district was watered by the Abana, or Barada, River. 
Governed by Lysanias in the time of John the Baptist, 
Luke iii. 1. 

A-bim/4-el (father of Mael). A descendant of 
Joktan, and supposable father of the Arabic tribe 
of Mali, Gen. x. 28. 

A-bim/é-lech (father of a king). (1) A line of 
Philistine kings, like the Pharaohs and Cesars. 
Kings of Gerar, Gen. xx., xxi., xxvi. 1. (2) Son of 
Gideon by his concubine of Shechem, Judg. viii. 32 ; 
2 Sam. xi. 21. (3) Son of Abiathar, in David’s time, 
1 Chr. xviii. 16. (4) Written for the Achish of 1 
Sam. xxi. 10, in title to Ps. 34. 

A-bin’4-d&b (father of nobility). (1) A Levite of 
Kirjath-jearim to whose house the ark was brought, 
and where it stayed for twenty years, 1 Sam. vii. 1, 2; 
1 Chr. xiii. 7. (2) Second son of Jesse, and one of 
the three who followed Saul to battle, 1 Sam. xvi. 8; 
xvii. 13. (3) Son of Saul slain at Gilboa, 1 Sam. 
xxxi. 2, (4) Father of one of the twelve chief officers 
of Solomon, 1 Kgs. iv. 11 

Ab/i-nér, Hebrew form of Abner, 1 Sam. xiv. 50, 
marg. 

A-bin/3-4m (gracious father). Father of Barak, 
Judg. iv. 6, 12; v.1, 12. 

A-bi’ram (high father). (1) A Reubeniteconspira- 
tor with Korah, Num. xvi. (2) Eldest son of Hiel, 
1 Kgs. xvi. 34; written Abiron in Ecclus. xlv. 18. 

Ab-i-sé/i, or Ab/i-shii, son of Phinehas, 2 Eadr. 
i. 2. Abisum in 1 Eadr. viii. 2. 

Ab/i-shag (ignorance of the father). The fair 
Shunamite, of tribe of Issachar, whom David, in his 
old age, introduced into his harem, 1 Kgs. i. 1-4. 
After David’s death, Adonijah desired to marry her, 
but Solomon put him to death, 1 Kgs. ii. 13, etc. 

A-bish’&-i (father of gift). (1) Eldest son of 
David’s sister Zeruiah and brother of Joab, 1 Chr. ii. 
16; one of the chiefs of David’s mighty men, 2 Sam. 
ii. 18. Counselled David to take Saul’s life, 1 Sam. 
xxvi. 5-12. Associated with Joab in assassination of 
Abner, 2 Sam. iii. 30. A co-general of David’s army, 
2 Sam. x. 14; xviii. 2. Rescued David from the 
giant Ishbi-benob, 2 Sam. xxi. 16, 17. 

A-bish’a-l3m (father of peace), Yather-in-law 
of King Jeroboam, 1 Kgs. xv. 2,10. Called Absalom 
in 2 Chr, xi. 20, 21, 

A-bish’ai-a (father of deliverance). (1) Son of 
Bela, 1 Chr. viii. 4. (2) Son of Phinehas, 1 Chr. vi. 
4,5, 50; Ez. vii. 5. 

Ab‘i-shur (father of the wall). Son of Shammai, 
1 Chr. ii. 28, 29. 

Ab/i-tal (father of dew). One of David’s wives, 
2 Sam. iii. 4; 1 Chr. iii. 3. 

Ab/t-titb (father of goodness). A Benjamite, 1 
Chr. viii. 11. 

A-bi/ud (father of praise). An ancestor of 
Christ, Matt. i. 13.

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Ab-lii/tion. [Puriication.] 

Ab/nbr (father of light). (1) Son of Ner, and 
commander-in-chief of Saul’s armies, 1 Sam. xiv. 
50, 51; xvii. 57; xxvi. 6-14. Proclaimed Ishbosheth 
King of Israel, and went to war with David, by whom 
he was defeated, 2 Sam. ii. Quarrelled with Ishbo- 
sheth and espoused the cause of David, 2 Sam. iii. 7, 
etc. Murdered by Joab, 2 Sam. iii. 27-39, (2) Father 
of a Benjamite chief, 1 Chr. xxvii. 21. 


Roman Standards. 


A-bdm-i-na/tion (bad omen). A hateful or de 
testable thing, Gen. xlvi. 34. Used 48 to animals and 
acts in Ley. xi. 13; Deut. xxiii. 18. As to idolatry 
in 2 Kgs. xxiii. 13; Jer. xliv. 4. As to sins in gen- 
eral, Isa. Ixvi. 3. The ‘‘abomination of desolation” 
in Dan. ix. 27; xii. 11; Matt. xxiv. 15, doubtless re- 
fers to the standards and banners of the conquer- 
ing Roman armies with their idolatrous images and 
legends. 


Absalom’s Pillar. (See p. 4.) 


A/br’-him and A/briim ( father of a multitude). 
Son of Terah, a dweller in Ur of the Chaldees, Gen. 


ABSALOM 


xi. 25-31. Founder of the Jewish nation. Migrated 
from Chaldea toHaran. Moved thence to Canaan, to 
Egypt and back to Canaan, where he settled amid the 
oak-groves of Mamre. There confirmed in the thrice 
repeated promise that his seed should become a 
mighty nation, and his name changed from Abram to 
Abraham. Died, aged 175 years, and was buried in 
the tomb of Machpelah, Gen. xii.-xxvi. 

Ab/sa-ldm (father of peace). (1) Asonof David, 
28am. iii. 3. Killed his brother Amnon, 2 Sam. xiii. 
Fled to Geshur, 2 Sam, xiii. 37,38. Returned and 
conspired to usurp his father’s throne, 2 Sam. xiv. 
xvii. Defeated at Gilead and slain by Joab, 2 Sam. 
xviii. (2) Father of Mattathias, 1 Macc. xi. 70. 

Ab/sa-l$m’s Pillar, built by Absalom in the 
“ King’s dale,” or valley of Kedron, 2 Sam. xviii. 18. 

Ab/sa-ldn. An ambassador of John to Lysias, 2 
Macc. xi. 17. 

A-bii/biis. Son-in-law of Simon, 1 Macc. xvi. 
11-15. 

A-ca/¢i-a (point). The Acacia seyal of Arabia, a 
large tree, highly prized for its wood, is supposed to 
be the Shittim wood of the Bible. A smaller species 
(Acacia Arabica) yielded an aromatic gum.

A city built by Nimrod in 
Shinar, Gen. x. 10.

Ac’/chi (heated sand). The Ptolemais of N. T.; 
now ae on Mediterranean coast, Judg. i. 31; Acts 
xxi. 7.

A-géda-ma (field of blood). A field near Joru- 
salem purchased with Judas’ betrayal money, and in 
which he violently died, Acts i. 19. But bought by 
the priests as # potters’ field in Matt. xxvii. 7. 


A-cha/ja (trouble). Originally a narrow strip of 
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country on north coast of Peloponnesus, but Achaia 
and Macedonia came to designate all Greece, Acts 
xviii. 12, 27; xix. 21; Rom. xv. 26; 2 Cor. i.1; ix. 
2; xi. 10; 1 Thess. i. 7, 8. 

A-ch3/i-cus (of Achaia). An Achaian friend of 
Paul, 1 Cor. xvi. 17. 

A/chin and A/char (troubler). The Judahite 
who was stoned to death for concealing the spoils of 
Jericho, Josh. vii. 16-26. Written AcHaRin 1 Chr. ii. 7. 

A’chiz (one that takes). In Matt. i. 9 for Anaz, 
King of Judah. 

Ach’bér (mouse). (1) Father of Baal-hanan 
king of Edom, Gen. xxxvi. 38,39. (2) A contem- 
porary of Josiah, 2 Kgs. xxii. 12-14; Jer. xxvi. 22; 
xxxvi. 12, Written Anpon in 2 Chr. xxxiv. 20. 

A’chi-4ach’4-rtis. Chief minister of Esarhad- 
don in Nineveh, Tobit i. 21. 

A-chi/4s. A progenitor of Esdras, 2 Eadr. i. 2. 

A/’chim. Son of Sadoc, in Christ’s genealogy, 
Matt. i. 14. 

A/chi-6r. A general in army of Holofernes, Ju- 
dith V., Vii., xiii., xiv. 

A/chish (a/kish) (serpent-charmer). A Philistine 
king of Gath to whom David twice fled for safety, 
1 Sam. xxi. 10-13; xxvii.-xxix.; 1 Kgs. ii. 39, 40. 
Called Abimelech in title to Ps. xxxiv. 

Ach/i-téb and Ach’i-titb. A priest in geneal- 
ogy of Esdras, 1 Esdr. viii. 2. 

Ach’me-tha. The Median city of Ecbatana, 
Ez. vi. 2. 

A/chGr, valley of. [AcHAN.] 

Ach/sa and Ach/sah (anklet). Daughter of Ca- 
leb. Given in marriage to her uncle Othniel. Josh. 
xv. 15-18; Judg. i. 12-15. Achsa in 1 Chr. ii. 49. 

Ach/shaph ( JSascination). Acity of Asher, Josh. 
xi. 1; xii. 20; xix. 25, 

Ach/zib (false). (1) A town of Judah, Josh. xv. 
44. (2) Atown of Asher, Josh. xix. 29. 

Ac/i-phS. [Haxvurna.] 1 Esdr. v. 31. 

Ac/i-ths. A progenitor of Judith, Judith viii. 1. 

A-crAb/bim. (MAALen-acRABBIM.] Josh. xv. 3. 

‘Acts of the Apostles. Fifth Book of N. T. 
Supposably compiled by Luke, shortly after a. p. 63. 
It carries on the Christian narrative from the as- 
cension of Christ to first imprisonment of Paul, a 
period of about thirty-three years. 

A-cii/4. [Axxus.] 1 Esdr. v. 30. 

A/ciib. [Baxsux.] 1 Esdr. v. 31. 

Ad/A-dah (boundary). A town in southern Ju- 
dah, Josh. xv. 22. 

A/dah (beauty). (1) One of Lamech’s wives, Gen. 
iv. 19. (2) One of Esau’s wives, Gen. xxxvi. 2, 4. 
Called Bashemath in Gen. xxvi. 34.

Phi-lis/tines (villagers). Dwellers in Philistia. 
Origin disputed, but associated with Cretans; also 
with the Caphtorim of Egypt, Jer. xlvii.4; Am. ix. 7. 
Permanent settlers in time of Abraham, Gen. xxi. 32. 
Wealthy, energetic, and warlike, with many strong 
cities. Land not conquered by Joshua. Gaza, Ash- 
kelon, Ashdod, Gath, and Ekron, their chief strong- 
holds. Subdued by David, 2 Sam. v. 17-25 ; but be- 
came practically independent under the kings. Dis- 
appeared as a distinct people after the time of the 
Maccabees. 

Phi-l6l’/o-gus (learned).

Phi-l6s/9-phy (loving wisdom). The prominent 
Grecian schools of philosophy in N. T. times were 
the Stoic and Epicurean, Acts xvii.

509 ; then by consuls 
till Augustus Czesar became emperor, B.c. 30. At 
the Christian era Rome was virtual mistress of the 
civilized world. Empire declined rapidly after re- 
moval of capital to Constantinople by Constantine, 
A. D. 328. Gospel early introduced among Romans, but 
Christians persecuted till time of Constantine. Pal- 
estine was ruled from Rome by kings, procurators, 
governors, or proconsuls. Paul wrote his celebrated 
epistle tothe Romans from Corinth, about A. D. 58, to 
show that Jew and Gentile were alike subject to sin 
and in equal need of justification and sanctification.

Became a Mosaic institution for 
rest and festal occasions, Ex. xvi. 23-30; xx. 8-11; 
Lev. xix. 3, 30; xxiii. 3; xxv. 4-9; Deut. v. 12-15. 
Day for consulting prophets, 2 Kgs. iv. 23. A day 
of teaching and joy, Neh. viii. 1-12; Hos. ii. 11. A 
whole week of time is implied in Matt. xxviii. 1; 
Mark xvi. 1; Luke xxiv. 1; John xx. 1; Acts xx. 7; 
1 Cor. xvi. 2. Among Christians, the day after the 
Hebrew Sabbath, or seventh-day, gradually and till 
fully established, became the Sabbath, or first-day, in 
commemoration of the resurrection of Christ. Hence, 
“The Lord’s Day,” John xx. 26; Acts xx. 6-11; 
1 Cor. xvi. 2 ; Rev. i. 10. 


SAb/bath Day’s Journey. Travel on the Sab- 
bath was limited, Ex. xvi. 29. Custom seemed to 
sanction 2000 paces from the walls of a city as suffi- 
cient for all needs on the day of rest, Acts i. 12. 


SAb/ba-the/us, 1 Esdr. ix. 14. [SuapperHat.] 
Sib-b&t/i-cal Year. By the Mosaic code, each 


seventh year was sacred. The land rested, the poor 
were entitled to what grew, and debtors were re- 
ie Ex, xxiii.

SAb/ta, Sib/tah (striking). Third son of 
Cush, Gen. x. 7; 1 Chr. i. 9. 

Sab/te-cha, SAb/’ te-chah (striking). 
Fifth son of Cush, Gen. x. 7; 1 Chr. i. 9. 

Sa/car (hire). (1) Father of one of David’s 
warriors, 1 Chr. xi. 35. Sharar in 2 Sam. xxiii. 
33. (2) A Levite porter, 1 Chr. xxvi. 4. 

Sack’biit (pull and push). A wind instru- 
ment, trombone. But in Dan. iii. 5-15, a 
stringed instrument of triangular shape with 
from four to twenty strings. 

Sack’cloth (coarse cloth). A coarse, goat- 
hair cloth used for making sacks and rough 
garments. The latter were worn next the skin 
by mourners and repentants, Gen. xxxvii. 34; 
xlii. 25; 2 Sam. iii. 31; 1 Kgs. xxi. 27; 2 Kgs. 
vi. 30; Esth. iv. 1,2; Job xvi. 15; Rev. vi. 12. 

Sac’ri-fige (making sacred). Propitiatory, 
atoning or thanksgiving offering to God. An 
ordained rite, Lev. xvii. 4-9; Deut. xvi. 5-19. 
Sacrificial offerings numerous ; but chiefly, the 
** burnt-offering,’? Lev. i. 1-17 ; “‘ sin-offering,”” 
and ‘ trespass-offering,’? Lev. vii. 1-10; 
‘‘ peace-offering,’? Lev. vii. 11-34; the latter 
also a “ freewill’’ offering. Among Chris- 
tians all sacrificial offerings merged in the 
universal offering of Christ’s body, Heb. ix., x. 

Sad/a-mi/as, 2 Esdr.i.1. [SHatium.] 

Sa/das, 1 Esdr. v. 13. [Ippo.] 

Sad/du-cees (disciples of Zadok). A Jew- 
ish sect, supposably Zadokites, 1 Kgs. i. 32-45, 
whose chief tenets were (1) rejection of the 
divinity of the Mosaic oral law and traditions ; 
(2) rejection of the later O. T. books, but ac- 
ceptance of the Mosaic teachings; (3) denial 
of angel and spiritual existence, and conse 
quent immortality of the soul; (4) belief in 
the absolute moral freedom of man. Their 
hatred of Christianity was as bitter as that of 
the Pharisees, Matt. iii. 7 ; Mark xii, 18; Luke 
xx. 27; Acts iv. 1; v. 17; xxiii. 6-10. Though 
composed of men of position, the sect was 
never very numerous nor influential, and it 
disappeared from history after the first century of 
the Christian era. 

Sa/ddc (just). (1) 2 Esdr.i. 1. [Zapox.] (2) One 
in the genealogy of Christ, Matt. i. 14. 

SAf’fron (yellow). The fall crocus, much culti- 
vated in the Orient for its perfume and medicinal 
properties, 8. of Sol. iv. 14. 

Saint (sanctified). In O. T., a pious Jew, Pas. 
xvi. 3. In N. 1T., a Christian believer, Rom. i. 7; 
viii. 27; Heb. vi. 10. 

Sa/la, Sa/lah (sprout). A descendant of Shem, 
Gen. x. 24; xi. 12-15; Luke iii. 35. Shelah in 1 Chr, 
i. 18, 24. 

SAlVa-mis (shaken). A city of the island of 
Cyprus, visited by Paul. It was afterwards called 
Constantia, Acts xiii. 5. The old city was once the 
capital of the island and carried on a large trade in 
fruit, wine, flax, and copper with adjacent continents. 
The Jewish population was large. Its site is now 
traced by masses of ruins, 

Sa-la/thi-el (asked of God). Son of Jechonias, 
1 Chr. iii. 17 ; Matt. i. 12; Luke iii. 27. Shealtiel else- 
where.

Sa-lo/me (clothed). (1) Wife of Zebedee, Mark 
xv. 40; xvi. 1. Mentioned indirectly in Matt. xx. 
20-22 ; xxvii. 56. (2) The daughter ot Herodias, who 
danced before Herod, Matt. xiv. 6; Mark vi. 22. 

Salt (sea product), Abtmdant in Palestine. Used 
with food and sacrificial offerings, Job vi. 6; Lev. ii. 
13; Num. xviii. 19; Mark ix. 49. Monument of di-

vine displeasure, Gen. xix. 26; token of indissoluble 


alliance, Lev. ii. 13; Num. xviii. 19 ; 2 Chr. xiii. 5; used 
to rub new-born children, Ezek. xvi.

17; Josh. iii. 16; xii. 3. ‘* East sea,”? Ezek. xlvii. 
18; Joel ii. 20; Zech. xiv. 8. ‘The sea,’’ Ezek. 
xlvii. 8. ‘* Vale of Siddim,’’ Gen. xiv. 3. ‘* Sodomit- 
ish sea,’? 1 Esdr. v. 7. Title ‘‘ Dead Sea’ not found 
among Hebrew writers, but introduced by Greek 
authors. Situate 16 miles E. of Jerusalem ; 46 miles 
long by 10 wide; 1300 feet below the level of the 
Mediterranean ; waters intensely salt ; receives waters 
of Jordan from the north; no outlet. 

Salt, Valley of. Supposably the valley, or de- 
pression, of Akabah, extending from Dead Sea to 
Gulf of Akabah, 2 Sam. viii. 13; 2 Kgs. xiv.7 ; 1 Chr. 
xviii. 12; 2 Chr. xxv. 11; Ps. Ix. title. But many 
excellent authorities limit it to a section of Edom 
near Petra.

SaA/lum, 1 Esdr. v.28. [SHarium.] 

Sal/u-ta/tion (good health, greeting). Personal 
salutation very formal in East. The ‘‘ peace be with 
thee,”’ or similar expression, was accompanied by 
a profound bow, kiss, embrace, or other courtesy, 
Gen. xix. 1; 1 Sam. xxv. 23; Matt. x. 12; Luke i. 41. 
Epistolary salutation took the form found in the 
opening and closing of the epistles, Row. i. 7; 1 Cor. 
i. 3; etc. 

SAl-va/tion (deliverance). Temporal deliverance, 
Ex. xiv. 13. Spiritual deliverance, 2 Cor. vii. 10; 
Eph. i. 13; Heb. ii. 3. 

Sam/a-ra/is. Son of Ozora, 1 Esdr. ix. 34. 

Sa-ma/ri-a (watch mountain). (1) The kingdom 
of Samaria, synonymous with the kingdom of Israel, 
lay to the north of Judah. It varied in size at differ- 
ent times, but in general embraced the territory of 
the ten revolting tribes on either side of the Jordan, 
1 Kgs. xiii. 32. Named from its capital, Samaria. 
In N. T. times, Samaria was one of the three sub- 


Father of Zimri, a chief of 
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divisions of Palestine, lying between Judea on the 
south and Galilee on the north. (2) Capital of the 
kingdom of Samaria or Israel, and located 30 miles 
north of Jerusalem. Founded by Omri, king of 
Israel, about B. c. 925, and called Samaria, after 
Shemer, from whom he bought the ground, 1 Kgs. 
xvi. 23, 24. It became a beautiful and strong city 
and remained the capital till Shalmaneser, the As- 
syrian, destroyed it and the empire, B. c. 721, 2 Kgs. 
xviii. 9-12. Herod rebuilt it and restored much of 
its ancient splendor, naming it Sebaste in honor of 
Augustus, who gave it to him. Philip preached the 
gospel there, Acts viii. 5-9. It is now a modest vil- 
lage called Sebastiyeh, which perpetuates the name 
Sebaste, and is noted for its many ruins, chief of 
which is the famous colonnade, 3000 feet in length, 
100 columns of which are still standing. Respecting 
the city the prophecy, Mic. i. 6, has been literally 
fulfilled. 

Sa-ma&r/i-tangs. Inhabitants of Samaria, 2 Kgs. 
xvii. 29. The planting of Assyrian colonists in Sa- 
maria, 2 Kgs. xvii. 24-34, led to a strange admixture 
of people, language, iaws, religions, and customs, 
and brought the name Samaritan into reproach with 
Jews, Matt. x. 5; John iv. 9-26; viii. 48; Acts viii. 
Ls ax.col, 

Sim/gir=né/bo (sword of Nebo). A general ot 
Nebuchadnezzar at the taking of Jerusalem, Jer. 
xxxix. 3. 

S4m/mus, 1 Esdr. ix. 43, (Smema.] 

SanyVlah (raiment). A king of Edom, Gen. 
xxxvi. 36, 37; 1 Chr. i. 47, 48. 

Sa/mos (Acight). An island of the Grecian archi- 
pelago, off the coast of Lydia. Visited by Paul on 
his third tour, Acts xx. 15. 

SAm/o9-thra/¢ia (Thracian Samos). Au island 
in the northern A‘gean belonging to Thrace. Visited 

| by Paul on his first tour, Acts xvi. 11. 

SAmp/s4-még. Probably Samsun, on Black Sea 
coast, 1 Mace. xv. 23. 

SAm/son_ (sunlike). Son of Manoah, of Dan, 
and judge of Israel for 20 years, Judg. xiii. 3-25. 
Noted for his great strength, marvellous exploits, and 
moral weakness. Contrary to the wishes of his par- 
ents, and to the law as laid down in Ex. xxxiy. 16, 
Deut. vii. 3, he married a Philistine woman of Tim- 
nath, whom he deserted on accowit of her treachery, 
Judg. xiv. Wishing to return to her, and finding her 
given to another, he wreaked his vengeance on the 
Philistines by burning their crops and slaughtering 
great numbers of them, Jucg. xv. 1-8. He was sur- 
rounded by 3000 of his enemies, while he dwelt on 
the rock Etam, and surrendered to them, but burst 
his bands, and routed them with great slaughter, 
Judg. xv. 9-19. Again he was surrounded by ene- 
mies in Gaza, but escaped by carrying away the gates 
of the city. The secret of his strength was finally de- 
tected by Delilah, and he was imprisoned and made 
blind. He finally killed himself and numerous ene- 
mies by pulling down the pillars of the house in 
which they were feasting, Judg. xvi. 


SXim/u-el (God hath heard). Son of Elkanah 
and Hannah, celebrated Hebrew prophet and last 
of the judges, 1 Sam. i. 19-28. Educated under Eli, 
1 Sam, iii. 4-14, ond became his successor in the 
prophetic office. His sons proved so recreant that 
the people demanded a king, and Samuel anointed 
Saul, and resigned his authority to him, 1 Sam. xii. 
He also anointed David, Saul’s successor, 1 Sam. xvi. 
13. He died at Ramah, 1 Sam. xxv. 1. The two 
books which bear his name, the 9thand 10th of O. T., 
are called also First and Second Books of Kings. 
They were originally one book and contain the lives 
of Samuel, Saul, and David. The authorship is 
ascribed to a period subsequent to the secession of 
the ten tribes, and it is clearly an authorship differ- 
ent from Kings, for in Kings there are many refer- 
ences to the law, while in Samuel there are none. In 


Kings the Exile is alluded to; it is not so in Samuel. 
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The plans of the two works vary ; Samuel is biographi- 
, Kings annalistic. 

_San-bal/lat (strong). A Persian officer in Sama- 
ria who opposed Ezra and Nehemiah and persistently 
misrepresented them at court, Neh. ii. 10; iv. 1-9; 
xiii. 28, 

Sanc’ti-fy (to make holy). To prepare or set 
apart persons or things to holy use, Ex. xiii. 2. It 
was in allusion to the law that Christ spoke in John 
xvii. 19. To establish union with Christ by faith, 
John xvii. 17. To exercise the graces of knowledge, 
such as faith, love, repentance, humility, etc., toward 
God and man, 2 Thess. ii. 13; 1 Pet. i. 2. 

Sanc’tu-ar’y (made holy). A holy or sanctified 
place, Ps. xx. 2. The secret part of the temple in 
which the ark of the covenant was kept, and which 
none but the high priest might enter, and he only once 
@ year, on the day of solemn expiation, Lev. iv. 6. 
Also applied to the furniture of the holy place, Num. 
x. 21; to the apartment where the altar of incense, 
table of shewbread and holy candlestick, etc., stood, 
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death power, but the confirmation and execution of 
capital sentences rested with the Roman procurator. 
Thus it was that while the Sanhedrim condemned 
Christ for blasphemy, he was not brought under the 
Roman judgment of death till accused by the Jews of 
treason, Matt. xxvi. 65, 66; John xviii. 31; xix. 12. 
The stoning of Stephen, Acts vii. 57-59, was either 
due to mob excitement, or else illegal. 

San-san/nah (branch). A town in southern 
Judah, Josh. xv. 31 

SAph (giant). A Philistine giant, 2 Sam. xxi. 18. 
Sippai, 1 Chr. xx. 4. 

Sa/phat, 1 Esdr. v. 9. (SnerHattan.]} 
Mie 2S (fair). A village addressed by Micah, 

ic. i. 11. 


Sap-phi/ra (handsome). Wife of Ananias, and 
Bey tcipaton in his crime and punishment, Acts v. 


SAp/phire. A light blue gem, next to the 
diamond in hardness, Ex. xxiv. 10. Second stone 
in second row of high priest’s breastplate, Ex. xxviii. 


2 Chr. xxvi. 18; to the whole tabernacle or tem- 
ple, Josh. xxiv. 26; 2 Chr. xx. 8. ‘Sanctuary of 
strength,”? because belonging to God, Dan. xi. 31, 
Any place of public worship of God, Ps. lxxiii. 17. 
Heaven, Ps. cii. 19. Place of refuge, Isa. viii. 14; 
Ezek. xi. 16. Land of Israel called God’s sanctuary, 
Ex. xv.

S4nd (whirling). Abundant in the wastes of Pal- 
estine, Arabia, and Egypt. Used much figuratively. 
Innumerable multitudes, Gen. xxxii. 12; abundance, 
Gen. xli. 49; weight, Job vi. 3; Prov. xxvii. 3; sea 
boundary, Jer. v. 22; hiding place, Ex. ii, 12; Deut. 
xxxiii. 19, 

SAn/dal (board). A scle of wood, leather, or 
plaited material, bound to the foot with straps. The 
shoe of the Bible. Not worn in the house nor in 
holy places, Ex. iii. 5; Deut. xxv. 9; Josh. v. 15. 

Sain/he-drim, San/he-drin (seated together). 
The supreme council of the Jewish nation, whose 
germ was in the seventy elders, Num. xi. 16, 17, and 
further development in Jehosbaphat’s tribuzal, 2 
Chr. xix. 8-11. In full power after the captivity, 
and lasted till a. p. 425. The “ great Sanhedrim’’ 
was composed of 71 priests, scribes, and elders, and 
presided over by the high priest. The “ lesser Sanhe- 
drims” were provincial courts in the towns, and 
composed of 23 members appointed by the “‘ great 
Sanhedrim.’’ The word usually appears as ‘‘coun- 
cil” in N. T., Matt. v.22; Mark xiv. 55; John xi. 
47; Aots iv. 5-7. The members of the Sanhedrim 
embraced the three classes, priests, elders, and scribes. 
Aiter the Roman conquest it had no control of the

changed from Sarai to Sarah, Gen. xvii. 15, 16. 
At Abraham’s request she passed herself off as his 
sister during their sojourn in Egypt, Gen. xii, 10-20, 
which angered the Pharaoh and led to their banish- 
ment. Relentless toward Hagar (whom she had 
given to Abraham as a concubine) when she bore Ish- 
mael, and caused her to be banished to the desert, 
Gen. xvi. 5-16; deceitful when Isaac was promised, 
Gen. xviii. 15; cruelagain toward Hagar on the occa- 
sion of Isaac’s weaning, causing her to be banished 
finally from the household, Gen. xxi. 9-21. Com- 
mended for her faith, Heb. xi. 11; and obedience, 1 
Pet. iii. 6. Died at age of 127 years and buried at 
Machpelah, Gen. xxiii. (2) Daughter of Asher, Num. 
xxvi. 46. 

Sa/rai, Gen. xi. 29. [Saran] 

Sir’a-mel (court). Meeting place where Simon 
Maccabeus was made high priest, 1 Macc. xiv. 28. 

Sa/raph (burning). A Judahite, 1 Chr. iv. 22. 

Siir-chéd/o-nus, Tob. i. 21. [EsaRHApDpov.] 

Sdr’dine, Siir’di-us (stene of Sardis). The 
sard or carnelian, a blood-red or flesh-colored stone, 
first in first row of high priest’s breastplate, Ex. 
xxviii. 17; Rev. iv. 3, 

Sdr’dis. Capital of Lydia in Asia Minor. Once 
noted for beauty and wealth ; now the miserable vil- 
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lage of Sert-Kalessi, Rev. iii. 1-6. It was the resi- 
dence of Croesus, renowned for riches, and Cyrus, 
when he conquered it, B. c. 548, is said to have cap- 
tured fabulous treasure there. Alexander captured 
it from the Persians, and it was again sacked and 
captured by Antiochus, B. 0. 214. It was destroyed 


by an earthquake, a. D. 17, but was speedily rebuilt.

xix. 10-12. 

Sa/ron, Acts ix. 35. [SHARON.] 

Sa-rd/thie. His sons returned, 1 Esdr. v. 34. 

Sar-sé’chim (master of wardrobes). A prince of 
Babylon at taking of Jerusalem, Jer. xxxix. 3. 

Sa/ruch, Luke iii. 35. [Serua.] 

Sa/tan (adversary). In O. T. a common noun, 
meaning enemy or adversary in general, 1 Sam. xxix. 
4; 2 Sam. xix. 22; except in Jobi. 6, 12; ii. 1; Zech. 
iii. 1, where the word becomes a proper noun, and 
spiritual representative of evil. In N. T. sense, chief 
of the evil spirits ; great adversary of man; the devil, 
Matt. iv. 10; xxv. 41; Rev. xx., and elsewhere. 
Called also ‘‘the prince of this world;’’ ‘the 
wicked one;”’ “the tempter;’’ and in Rev. xii. 9, 
the old serpent, the devil, and Satan. 

SAt/yr. A mythical creature, half man, half goat, 
inhabiting woods and waste places, Isa. xiii. 21; 
xxxiv. 14, 


Saul (wished). (1) An early king of Edom, Gen. 
xxxvi. 37, 38. Shaul in 1 Chr. i. 48, 49. (2) A Benja- 
mite, son of Kish, and first king of Israel. Anointed 
by Sainuel; reigned B. o. 1095-1055; slain with his 
sons at Gilboa. His versatile career is described in 
1 Sam. ix.-xxxi. He stands in Bible history for the 
stature, strength, and ruggedness of character so es- 
sential to judges in times of danger or necessary re- 
form, and for the bravery, generalship and self-confi- 
dence of one called on to institute anew empire. Of 
boundless ambiticn and erratic judgment, he usurped 
the priestly function, and drew the reproaches of the 
aged prophet Samuel, who had surrendered his line 
in anointing him. The announcement that royalty 
could not be perpetuated in his family drove him to 
inexcusable follies, yet with the courage of youth he 
fought his last despairing battle with the Philistines, 
and finished his course on his own sword.

17; xx. 25; finally a secretary of state, doctor, or 
teacher, Ez. vii. 6. Scribes became a class or guild, 
copyists and expounders of the law, and through 
their innovations fell under the same denunciations 
as priests and Pharisees, Matt. xxiii. 1-33; Mark vii. 
5-13; Luke v. 30. 

Scrip (bag). A shepherd’s bag, 1 Sam. xvii. 40. 
A wallet for carrying food and traveller’s conven- 
iences, Matt. x. 10; Luke x. 4. 

Scrip’ture (written). By way of préeminence, 
the sacred writings contained in the Old and New 
Testaments. [BIBLE. ] 

Scyth/i-an (jierce-looking). Name applied to the 
fierce, nomadic nations north of the Black and Cas- 
pian seas, Col. iii. 11. 

Scyth-6p/o-lis (Scythian city). The city of 
Bethshean in Palestive was for a time so called be- 
Sree capers and heid by Scythian nomads, 2 Mace,

The begin- 
ning of active work on this, the best known of an- 
cient Bible translations, is fixed for the years B. c. 
280-285, and it covered a long period of time, the 
translation of the Apocryphal books having been grad- 
ually added. It was made from Egyptian Hebrew 
manuscripts, and in its completed form is designated 
by the Roman numerals LXX. It was the version used 
by Hebrews in Christ’s time and by the Greek Fa- 
thers and early N. T. writers, and the Latin version 
was nade from it. 

PeEal eure (ker) (bury), 2 Kgs. xxiii. 16; Isa.

Fourth son of Issachar and founder of Shimronites, 
Gen. xlvi. 13; Num. xxvi. 24. 

Shim/ron-Ites. Descendants of Shimron (2), 
Num. xxvi. 24, 
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Shim/ron=me/ron, Josh. xii. 20. Probably com- 
plete name of Shimroa (1). 

Shim/shai (bright). A scribe and Persian satrap 
in Judea. He, togethei with the chancellor, Rehum, 
wrote a letter to King Artaxerxes in opposition to the 
rebuilding of the temple by Zerubbabel, Ez. iv. 8, 9, 
17, 23. 

Shi/nib (splendor). A king of Admah in time of 
Abraham, Gen. xiv. 2. 

Shi/nir (two rivers). The alluvial plain through 
which the Tigris and Euphrates pass, and probably 
inclusive of Babylon and Mesopotamia, Gen. x. 10 ; 
xi. 1-9; Isa. xi. 11; Dan. i. 2. It was the seat of the 
kingdom founded by Nimrod, and which reckoned 
among its cities, as beginnings, Babel, Erech, Accad, 
and Calneh, Gen. x. 9,10. Asshur went forth from 
Shinar to found Nineveh, Gen. x. 11. It was in the 
plain in the land of Shinar that the migrating nations 
undertook to build the tower of Babel, and where 
the confusion of tongues occurred, Gen. xi. 1-9. 

Ship. Ships of Scripture dependent on oars and 
sails for propulsion. Hebrews not sailors. The ships 
of Acts, xxi. 1-6; xxvii. 6-44; xxviii. 11-13, were 
capable of carrying many people and much freight. 
Primitive ships were generally coasters. They were 
mounted with figure-heads and had figures painted 
on the sides of the bow. These composed the ship’s 
“sign,” Acts xxviii. 11. Among their furnishings 
were under-girders, anchors shaped like those of 
modern times, but without flukes, sounding-lines, 
rudder-bands, Acts xxvii. 40. Ancient ships, being 
wholly or in part propelled by oars, were properly 
called galleys.

Shy/shik. The king of Egypt to whom Jeroboam 
fled, 1 Kgs. xi. 40. He invaded Judea, B. 0. 969, de- 
feated Rehoboam, and spoiled the temple, 1 Kgs. xiv. 
25, 26; 2 Chr. xii. 2-9. Inscriptions, reliefs, and stat- 
uary at Karnak, on the Nile, record his invasion of 
Palestine. 

Shit/ra-i (scribe). Keeper of David’s herds in 
Sharon, 1 Chr. xxvii.

Shit/tah, Shit/tim (thorny). (1) An Asiatic tree, 
a species of acacia, producing a close-grained, yellow- 
ish wood used in making the sacred furniture of the 
tabernacle, Ex. xxv.

Isa. xli. 19. (2) Last encampment of the Israelite. 
before crossing the Jordan. Scene of the completion 
of the law and farewell of Moses, Num. xxv. ; «xxi.

Shu/nem (double sleeping-place). A city of Issa- 
char, near Jezreel. Place where the Philistines en- 
camped before the great battle of Gilboa; home of 
David’s nurse and wife, Abishag; residence of the 
woman who entertained Elisha. Now Solam, Josh. 
xix. 18; 1 Sam. xxviii. 4; 2 Kgs. iv. 8. 

Shu/ni (resting). A son of Gad, Gen. xlvi. 16. 


Shu/nites. Descendants of Shuni, Num. xxvi. 15. 
Shu/pham, Num. xxvi. 39. [SHurpm.] 


Shu/pham-ites. Descendants of Shupham, 
Num. xxvi. 39. 

Shutp’pim (serpents). (1) Great-grandson of 
Benjamin, 1 Chr. vii. 12. Shupham, Num. xxvi. 39. 
(2) A Levite gate-keeper, 1 Chr. xxvi. 16. 

Shar (wall). A desert region of Arabia, and its 
town, bordering on Egypt, Gen. xvi. 7; xxv. 18. 
** Wilderness of Etham,’’ Num. xxxiii. 8. Inhabited 
by Amalekites, 1 Sam. xv. 7; xxvii. 8. 

Shu/shan (lily). The Greek Susa, ancient capi- 
tal of Elam, a province in Mesopotamia. A seat of 
wealth and power after the Persian conquest of Baby- 
lon. The events of Esther’s history occurred there. 
Spot of Daniel’s visions. Nehemiah commissioned 
there, Gen. x. 22; xiv.1; Neh. i. 1; Esth. ; Isa. xxi. 
2; Jer. xlix. 34; Dan. viii. 2. The decline of this an- 
cient city dates from its capture by Alexander the 
Great, or from its later conquest by Antigonus, B. c. 
315. The site, nearly due east from Babylon and 
north of the Persian Gulf, is marked by ruins, some 
three miles in circumference, in the midst of which 
have been found the remains of the great palace of 
Darius, scene of the events narrated in the book of 
Esther. 

Shu/shan=e/duth. Abbreviated form of Sho- 
shanniin-eduth, which see, Ps. 1x. title. 

Shu’thal-hites. Descendants of Shuthelah, 
Num. xxvi. 35, 

Shu/the-lah (discord). Head of the Ephraimite 
family of Shuthalhites, Num. xxvi. 35; 1 Chr. vii. 20, 
21. 

Shit/tle (shooter). This weaver’s device for 
throwing the filling thread between the warp threads 
is figurative of fleeting time in Job vii. 6. 

Si/a (assembly). His children returned from cap- 
tivity, Neh. vii. 47. Siaha, Ez. ii. 44. 

SVa-ha, Ez. ii. 44. [Sra.] 

Sib/be-cai, 1 Chr. xi. 29; xxvii.11. [SmszcHa1.] 

Sib’be-chai (weaver). One of David’s guard, 
and eighth captain of eighth month, 2 Sam. xxi. 18; 
1 Chr. xx. 4. Sibbecai, 1 Chr. xi. 29; xxvii. 11. Me. 
bunnai, 2 Sam. xxiii. 27. 

Sib/bo-léth, Judg. xii. 6. [Ssresorera.] 

Sib’mah (fragrant). A fortified city of Reuben, 
east of Jordan, Josh. xiii. 19. Shebam, Num. xxxii. 
3. Shibmah, Num. xxxii. 38. Noted for its grapes, 
Isa. xvi. 8,9; Jer. xviii. 32. 

Sib/ra-im (twice hopeful). A boundary mark of 
northern Palestine, Ezek. xlvii. 16. 

Si/chem, Gen. xii. 6. [SHEcHEmM.] 

Sick/le (cutter). The reaping and mowing imple- 
ment of the ancients. In its size and curvature, as 
represented on Egyptian monuments, it resembled 
the implement as known to us, Deut. xvi. 9. 

Sig/y-bn. Acity of the Peloponnesus near the 
Isthmus, 1 Macc. xv. 23. 

Sid/dim (pitted vale). A vale, full of slime-pits, 
supposably near the Dead Sea, in which the kings of 
the plain cities met their invaders, Gen. xiv. 1-10. 

Side (trading). A trading city in Pamphylia, 1 
Mace. xv. 23. 

Si/ddn, Gen. x. 15,19. [Zon.] 

Si-d0O/ni-ans. Zidonians, Deut. iii. 9; Josh. xiii. 
4,6; Judg. iii. 3; 1 Kgs. v. 6. 

Siége (sit), Deut. xx. 19. [War.] 

Sieve. Ancient sieves, or sifters, were crudely 


made of rushes, though the Gauls are credited with 
their manufacture from horsehair. They were used 
for separating the flour from the bran, or broken 
kernels, and what was left in the sieve was thrown 
back into the mill to be reground, Isa. xxx. 28. 


SV/h6n (rooting out). An Amorite king, defeated 
by the Israelites, who occupied his country between 
the Arnon and Jabbok, Num. xxi. 21-31; Deut. i. 4; 
ii. 24-37 ; Josh. xiii. 15-28. 

Si/hGr (blackness). The Sihor, or Shihor, of 
Egypt, 1 Chr. xiii. 5; Isa. xxiii. 3; Jer. ii. 18, has 
ever been construed as ‘the Nile.” But when un- 
qualified, some Arabian ravine or wady may be 
meant. 

Si/las (Silvanus, woody). An eminent member 
of the early Christian church. Written Silvanus in 
Paul’s epistles. Resided at Jerusalem as teacher, 
but accompanied Paul on his tours, and was his 
fellow-prisoner at Philippi. Said to have been bishop 
of Corinth, Acts xv. 22, 32-34, 40; xvii. 14; xviii. 5; 
2 Cor i. 19; 1 Thess, i. 1. 

Silk (Seric stuff). Silk hardly known to ancient 
Hebrews. In Prov. xxxi. 22; Ezek. xvi. 10, 13, some 
fine linen fabric is supposed to be meant. Undoubt- 
edly known in N. T. times, Rev. xviii. 12. 


Silla (branch). The place near which King Joash 
was slain, 2 Kgs. xii. 20. 

Si-10’/ah, Neh. iii. 15. [Srmoam.] 

Si-10’/am (sent). (1) The celebrated pool, or 
tank, at Jerusalem, on the south side, near the open- 
ing of the Tyrophean valley into the Kidron valley. 
Originally a part of the water supply of the city, 
Neh. iii. 15; Isa. viii. 6; John ix. 7-11. (2) An un- 
located tower whose fall killed eighteen men, Luke 
xiii. 4. Siloam still retains its ancient name under 
the form of the Arabic Silwé@n. It is partly hewn 
from rock and partly built with masonry. A flight 
of steps leads down to it. It is no longer a natural 
spring of fresh, limpid water, but is fed from the Foun- 
tain of the Virgin through a rock tunnel over 1700 
feet in length. The waters are brackish and colored, 
and the walls and steps in ruins. 

Sil-va/nus (woody). [Smas.] 

Sil/ver (while). Used by Hebrews from earliest 
times for money, vessels, and ornaments, but not in 
form of coins till after the captivity, Gen. xiii. 2; 
xxiv. 53; xliv.2; Jobxxviii. 1; Matt. xxvi. 15; Acts 
xix. 24, Silver supplied to Jerusalem from Arabia 
and Tarshish, 2 Chr. ix. 14, 21. 

Sil/vér-lings (little silvers). Evidently bits of sil- 
ver money, but whether by weight or coinage is not 
known, Isa. vii. 23. 

Si’/mAl-ct’e. An Arabian chief, guardian of An- 
tiochus, son of Balas, 1 Mace. xi. 39. 

Sim/e-on (who hears). (1) Son of Jacob and 
Leah, Gen. xxix. 33. For the crime in Gen. xxxiv. 
25-30 his father denounced him, Gen. xlix. 5-7. His 
tribe was sinall, Nun. i. 22, 23; xxvi. 14, and their 
inheritance a scattered portion of Canaan, Josh. xix, 
1-9. (2) Son of Judah in genealogy of Christ, Luke 
iii. 30. (3) Simon Peter, Acts xv. 14. (4) A vener- 
able and pious Jew who blessed the child Jesus in 
the temple, Luke ii. 25-35. (5) Simeon Niger, Acts 
xiii. 1. [NicEr.] 

Simon (Simeon). (1) Several distinguished 
Jews bore this name during the Maccabean period. 
(2) A native of Samaria and famous sorcerer, who 
professed Christ for mercenary purposes, Acts viii. 
9-24. (3) Simon Peter, Matt. iv. 18. [Perer.] (4) 
Simon the Canaanite, or Simon Zelotes, was a mem- 
ber of the party of Zealots who advocated the Jewish 
ritual, and an apostle, Matt. x.

(2) A desert 
portion of Arabia between Gulf of Suez and Sinai, Ex. 
xvi. 1; xvii. 1; Num. xxxiii, 11,12. It was in this 
wilderness that the Israelites were first fed with 
manna and quails. It skirts the eastern coast of the 
gulf for a distance of 25 miles.

Si/nai (bushy). The peninsula of Sinai lies be- 
tween the two great arms of the Red Sea, Gulf of 
Akaba on the east, and Gulf of Suez on the west. 
This region contains the mountain system of Horeb 
or Sinai, on one of whose mounts, or peaks, God ap- 
peared to Moses in the burning bush, Ex. iii. 1-5, 
amid whose surrounding wilderness the wandering 
Israelites encamped, Ex. xix. 1, 2, and from whose 
cloud - obscured heights the law was delivered to 
Moses, Ex. xix. 3-25; xx.-xl.; Lev. The number- 
ing also took place there, Num. i.-x. 1-12. The pe- 
ninsula is a triangle whose base extends from the head 
of Suez to Akaba. This base is pierced by the pla- 
teau of Tih, the ‘desert of wandering,” south of 
which are those tumultuous mountain clusters above 
mentioned, central among which is Mount Sinai.

Si-sim/a-1 (famed). A descendant of 
Sheshan, of Judah, 1 Chr. ii. 40. 

Sis/e-ra (ready for ear} (1) Captain of 
King Jabin’s forces when defeated by Barak. 
Slain by Jael, Judg. iv. ; v. (2) His children 
returned, Ez. ii. 53; Neh. vii. 55. 

Si-sin’/nég. Governor of Syria and Phe- 
nicia under Darius, 1 Esdr. vi. 3. 

Sit/nah (strife). Second of the two wells 
dug by Isaac in valley of Gerar, over which 
the herdsmen disputed, Gen. xxvi. 21. 

Si/van. Third month of Jewish sacred 
and ninth of civil year, beginning with the 
new moon of June, Esth. viii. 9. 


Slave (Sclavonian). Slavery came about 
under Hebrew institutions. (1) By poverty, 
when a man sold himself to cancel debt, Lev. 
xxv. 39; (2) by theft, when restitution could 
not be made, Ex. xxii. 3; (3) by parents sell- 
ing their daughters as concubines, Ex. xxi. 7-

An artificer in iron, brass, or 
other metals, Gen. iv. 22; 1 Sam. xiii. 19-22. 

Smjyr’/na (myrrh). A coast city of Ionia, Asia 
Minor, 40 miles north of Ephesus. Mentioned in 
Rev. ii. 8-11 as site of one of the seven churches of 
Asia. The old city of Smyrna dates back to Theseus, 
1300 years B. oc. Alexander the Great built the new 
city B. c. 320. It became subject to Rome and was 
noted for its beauty. Christianity got an early foot- 
hold there and the city sent a bishop to the council 
of Nice, A. D. 325. It is still a large city of mixed 
nationalities and creeds, and of considerable commer- 
cial importance. 


Snail (snake). In Lev. xi. 30 a lizard is meant. 
In Ps. lviii. 8, the common snail, slug, or slime-snake 
is meant. Snails abound in the Orient and are not 
eschewed as a food. 


Snow. Only mentioned once as actually falling,

Most prominent of the 
cities in the plain of Siddim. Destroyed by fire 
from heaven, Gen. x. 19; xiii. 10-13; xix. 1-29. 
Site of “‘the cities of the plain” is not known, but 
variously referred to the southern end, the northern 
end, and bottom of the Dead Sea. Sodom is often 
referred to in Scripture as a symbol of wickedness 
and warning to sinners, Deut. xxix. 23; Isa. i. 9, 10; 
xiii. 19; Jer. xxiii. 14; xlix. 18; Ezek. xvi. 49, 50; 
Matt. x. 15; xi. 23; Rev. xi. 8. 

Sdd’/om-a. Greek and Vulgate form of Sodom, 
Rom. ix. 29. 

Séd’/om-ites. Dwellers in Sodom, or, by figure, 
those who practise the abominations of Sodom, Deut. 
xxiii. 17; 1 Kgs. xiv. 24; xv. 12. 

S3l’/o-mon ( peaceful). Last of David’s sons b 
Bathsheba. Named Jedidiah, “beloved of God,”’ 
by Nathan, 1 Chr. iii.5; 2 Sam. xii. 25. Placed in 

athan’s care. Secured the throne according to 
David’s pledge, 1 i. 13-53, and much to the 
consternation of lonijah, the legal successor.

Applied also 
to pupils, adopted persons, those of kindred faith, 
etc., Gen. xlviii. 5; 1 Sam. iii. 6 ; Acts xiii. 6. 

Son of God. A term applied to the angels, Job 
xxxviii. 7; to Adam, Luke iii. 38 ; to believers, Rom. 
viii. 14; 2 Cor. vi. 18; but preéminently to Christ, 
signifying his divine origin and nature, Dan. iii. 25; 
Matt. xi. 27; xvi. 16; Johni. 18; v. 19-26; ix. 35. 

Son of Man. In a limited sense, “man,’? Num. 
xxiii, 19; Job xxv. 6; Ps. viii.4. In a broader, 
higher, and perhaps more generally received Hebrew 
sense, ‘the Messiah.’? In the N. T. sense, where the 
term is used some eighty times, it means Christ in 
incarnate form and relation, Dan. vii. 13 ; Matt. ix. 
6; re 8; xviii. 11; Mark ii. 10; John i. 51; iii. 13; 
vi. 53. 

Sing of Sél’/o-mon. “Song of Songs,” or 
* Canticles,” in Latin. Twenty-second O. T. k 
and last of poetic. Authorship and meaning much 
disputed. Some make it type conjugal love ; others 
regard it as purely allegorical ; still others as literal 
and descriptive of Solomon’s marriage to some beau- 
tiful woman. 

Sooth/say-er (truth-sayer). One who pretends 
to foretell future events, Dan. ii.

(1) Aruler of the syna- 
gogue at Corinth, who was beaten by the Greeks, 
Acts xviii. 17. (2) Perhaps the former, after conver- 
sion, 1 Cor. i. 1. 

Sds/tra-tus. A Syrian general commanding in 
Jerusalem, 2 Mace. iv. 27. 

Sd/ta-i (fickle). His children were returned cap- 
tives, Ez. ii.55; Neh. vii. 57. 

Soul. The Hebrew ideal of man was threefold: 
(1) The body, or material part. Q The vital part, 
seat of sensations, passions, etc. (3) The sentient, 
thinking, or spiritual part, Gen. i. 20; ii. 7; Num. 
xvi. 22; 1 Thess. v. 23; Heb. iv. 12. 

South Ra/moth. A place in southern Judah, 
bordering on the desert, and one of the resorts of 
David during the period of his outlawry by Saul,1 
Sam. xxx. 27. 

Sow. [Swine.] 

Sow’er, SOw’ing. Cereal seeds were sown by 
hand, Ps. cxxvi. 6; Am. ix. 13; Mark iv. 3-29. In 
moist ground seeds were tramped in by cattle, Isa. 
xxxii. 20. Mixed seeds prohibited, Lev. xix. 19; 
Deut. xxii. 9. 
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row species, used as a cheap food, Matt. x. 29; Luke 
xii. 6, 7. 

Spear (spar). In general, a wooden staff with a 
sharp metallic head. Some were light for throw- 
ing, others long and heavy for attack either by foot- 
men or horsemen, 1 Sam. xiii. 22; xvii. 7; xxvi. 7; 
2 Sam. ii. 23. 

Spéar’men. Light-armed troops are evidently 
meant, Acts xxiii. 23. 
~ Spéck’led Bird, Jer. xii.$. [Hygna.] 

Spice, Spi/ceg (species). Hardly, as with us, 
the entire list of aromatic vegetable substances, but 
rather the fragrant gums, barks, etc., of ceremonial, 
medicinal, and toilet value, and for embalming, Gen. 
xxxvii, 25; xliii. 11; S. of Sol. iv. 14; Mark xvi. 1; 
Jobn xix. 39, 40. 

Spider (spinner). The common spider is meant 
in Job viii. 14; Isa. lix. 5; but the gecko, or lizard, is 
probably intended in Prov. xxx. 28. The lightness 
and frailty of the spider’s web are made emblematic 
of visionary hopes and wicked schemes. 

Spike/’nard (pointed leaf yielding perfume). 
An ancient fragrant and costly ointment made from 
the spikenard plant of India, 8. of Sol. i. 12; iv. 13, 
14; Mark xiv. 3; John xii. 3. 

Spin/ning (spanning, drawing). A well-known 
and necessary female occupation among Hebrews. 
The instrument — distaff and spindle — permitted of 
much the same drawing and twisting process as is 
now employed in the East, in the absence of the more 
modern spinning-wheel, Ex. xxxv. 25; Prov. xxxi.19; 
Matt. vi. 28. 

Spir/it (breath). The breath, 2 Thess. ii. 8. The 
vital principle, Eccl. viii. 8. Elsewhere, the soul. 
{Sout.] Holy Spirit, or Ghost, is the third person 
in the Trinity, 2 Cor. xiii. 14; Acts xv. 28. Though 
Holy Spirit and Holy Ghost are synonymous in mean- 
ing, preference is given to the latter form in the

Spain. Anciently the whole peninsula of south- 
western Europe, embracing Spain and Portugal; 
known to Greeks as Iberia and to Romans as His- 
pania. If identical with Tarshish, then known to He- 
brews in Solomon’s time; certainly to Phoenicians. 
Known to Paul, who contemplated a visit to it, Rom. 
xv. 24-28. Christianity early introduced there. 

Spin (bind). Distance from tip of thumb to that 
of little finger, when stretched apart; about nine 
inches, Also any small interval of space or time, 1 
Sam. xvii. 4; Isa. x]. 12; Lam. ii. 20. 

Spir’/row (spurrer). The Hebrew word signifies 
“twitterer’? and is mostly rendered “bird” or 
* fowl.”? Though tree-sparrows abounded in Pales- 
tine, any small bird meets the sense in Ps. Ixxxiv. 3 ; 
cil. 7. N. T. the reference is directly to the spar- 


Scriptures, Matt. i. 18; John i. 33; Acts ii. 4; Rom, 
v. 5, and elsewhere, the former being used only four 
times. 


Spoil. Plunder seized by violence, as the spoils 
of an army or of bandits, 1 Sam. xxx. 19-22; but in 
Ex. iii. 22, the sense is that of recovery without vio- 
lence of unjustly taken property. David instituted 
very strict regulations for the division of spoils of 
war among his soldiers, 1 Sam. xxx. 20-25. 

Sponge. Only mentioned in N. T., though prob- 
ably known to ancient Hebrews, Matt. xxvii. 48; 
Mark xv. 36; John xix. 29. 


Spouse. [MarriacE.] 


Sprin/kling (springing). The blood of the sin- 
offering was sprinkled with the finger of the priest 
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upon the mercy-seat of the inner sanctuary as an 
atonement for the holy place because of national 
uncleanness, Lev. xvi. 14-16. The ‘blood of sprin- 
Kling’ or mediatorial blood of the new covenant, Heb. 
xii, 24, is made antithetical with the blood of ven- 
geance, Gen. iv. 10. 

Sta/chys (ear of corn). A Roman Christian sa- 
luted by Paul, Rom. xvi. 9. 

StAc/’té (drop). An oriental gum or spice, one of 
the components of the holy incense, Ex. xxx. 34. 

Stand/ard. [Ensien.] 

Stir (strew). All the heavenly bodies, except sun 
and moon, called stars by Hebrews, Gen. xv. 5; Ps. 
exlvii. 4. The ‘‘ star in the east,’’ seen and followed 
by the ‘‘ wise men,” and designed to announce the 
birth of the Messiah, was, according to some, wholly 
phenomenal, and to others, natural. Stars symbol- 
ize rulers and princes, Dan. viii. 10; angels, Job 
xxxviii. 7; ministers, Rev. i. 16-20. Christ is ‘‘ the 
bright and morning star,” Rev. xxii. 16. 

Sta/ter (standard). The standard gold coin of 
ancient Greece, worth about $4.00. Later, the sil- 
ver stater, containing four drachme, or about sixty 
cents. This is thought to be the ‘‘ piece of money” 
of Matt. xvii. 27. 

Stéel. Hebrews were not acquainted with carbon- 
ized iron, or steel. Wherever the word is found in 
Scripture, copper is meant, Ps. xviii. 34. 

Stéph/a-nas (crown). One of Paul’s earliest con- 
verts at Corinth, 1 Cor. i. 16; xvi. 15. 

Sté’phen (crown). Chief of the first seven dea- 
cons, and first Christian martyr. A Greek convert of 
strong faith and great eloquence. Arrested and tried 
before the Sanhedrim, but stoned to death by an an- 
gry mob, before he had time to finish his defence. 
The date of his martyrdom is fixed at about A. b. 37. 
It was followed by the conversion of Saul, who was 
present at the stoning, and a bitter persecutor of 
early Christians at the time, Acts vi. 5-15, vii., viii. 
1-3 


Sticks (sticks). Tree-trunks, Job xiv. 8; idols, 
Jer. ii. 27; instruments of punishment made of 
beams of wood which closed over the arms or ankles, 
Job xiii. 27; xxxiii. 11; Jer. xx. 2; Acts xvi. 24. 

StO/ics (porch scholars). Members of a Grecian 
philosophical school, or sect, founded by Zeno, 308 
B. 0., who taught in the stoa, or porch, of the Agora 
at Athens. They held toa high morality, proud in- 
dependence of spirit, fateful, in place of providential, 
superintendence, wisdom as the source of happiness, 
Acts xvii. 18. Paul encountered both Stoics and Epi- 
cureans at Athens, and, on being taken into Areopa- 
gus by them, delivered to them the oration in Acts 
xvii. 22-31. 

Stom/ach-er. An article of dress worn over 
breast and stomach. Much affected in the 17th cen- 
tury; but whether that of Isa. iii. 24 was similar is 
not known. 

Stoneg. Used for building, 1 Kgs. v. 17; Am. v. 
11; memorial marks, Gen. xxviii. 18; xxxv. 14; 
knives, Ex. iv. 25; ballots, Rev. ii. 17. Symbols of 
hardness, 1 Sam. xxv. 37; of firmness, Gen. xlix. 24; 
Christian aggregation, 1 Pet. ii. 4-6. Precious stones 
highly prized by Hebrews and much used on priestly 
vestments and as ornaments. Twenty gems are men- 
tioned in the Bible, Gen. ii. 12; Ex. xxviii. 9-21. In- 
dia, Arabia, and Syria were the sources of gems used 
by Hebrews, Ezek. xxvii. 16-22. 

St0/ning. [PunisHMent.] 

Stork (vulture). A large wading bird, plentiful 
in Palestine, gregarious, migratory, nesting in trees 
and noted for tenderness to its young. Unclean 
under the law, Lev. xi. 19; Deut. xiv. 18; Ps. civ. 
17; Jer. viii. 7. 


Strain at a, Matt. xxiii. 24. “Strain out the,”’ 


Stran’éer (without), One away from his country, 
Gen. xxiii. 4. One not a Jew, Ex. xx. 10. One not of 


Aaron’s family, Num. ifi. 10. One not of royal blood, 
Matt. xvii. 25, 26. One alienated or neglected, Ps. 
lxix. 8. But, in general, any naturalized foreigner in 
the Jewish State, Deut. xvii. 15. Strangers, in He- 
brew acceptation, were numerous in Israel, owing to 
the mixed multitudes which were permitted to follow 
the wanderers in the wilderness, to the fact that very 
many Canaanites remained in the land, and to the 
liberal regulations respecting captives taken in war. 

Straw. Straw used for cattle fodder and litter, 
Gen. xxiv. 25; 1 Kgs. iv. 28; Isa. xi. 7; lxv. 25; in 
making bricks, Ex. v. 7, 16. 

Sw/ah (sweeping). An Asherite, 1 Chr. vii. 36. 

Si’ba. His sons returned, 1 Esdr. v. 34. 

Suc’coth (tents), (1) The place cast of Jordan 
where Jacob built a house and booths, Gen. xxxiii. 17 ; 
Josh. xiii. 27; Judg. viii. 5-16. Between Succoth and 
Zarthan, in the plain of Jordan, lay the clay ground 
in which were cast the brazen utensils for the tem- 
ple, 1 Kgs. vii. 46; 2 Chr. iv. 17. (2) First station of 
the Israelites after starting from Egypt, a day’s jour- 
ney from Rameses, Ex. xil. 37 ; xiii. 20 ; Num. xxxiii. 
5, 6. 

Stice’coth=be/noth (tents of daughters). Some 
refer it to a Babylonian idol set up by colonists in 
Samaria, others to booths or tents in which the 
daughters of Babylon prostituted themselves in honor 
of their goddess, 2 Kgs. xvii. 30. 

Su’/chath-ites. A family of scribes at Jabez, 1 
Chr. ii. 55. 

Sud. River of Sura, probably Euphrates, Bar. i. 4. 

Stik’/ki-img. An African people who supported 
Shishak when he invaded Judah, 2 Chr. xii. 3.

Siin. The greater light, Gen. i. 15-18. Wor- 
shipped by idolatrous Hebrews, 2 Kgs. xxi. 3, 5; 
xxiii. 5; and by other nations, Job xxxi. 26, 27; Gen. 
xli. 45; furnishes many metaphors, Ps. Ixxxiv. 11; 
John i. 9; Rev. i. 16.

Sure/ty (security). Suretyship in the older sense 
of pledge was regulated by the Mosaic law, Gen. xliv.

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the forms of general law and trade, Prov. vi. 1; xi.

(2) One of 
the women who ministered to Christ, Luke viii. 3. 


Swallow of Palestine. 


Si/si (horseman). Father of the Manassite spy, 
Num. xiii. 11. 

Swallow (throat sweller). The common swift or 
swallow abounds in Palestine, and its habits, accord- 
ing to Bible mention, are such as we observe: build- 
ing under the eaves of houses, beneath temple cor- 
nices and porticos, and in the sides of cliffs, and 
rapidly circling above their homes in search of their 
aerial food, Ps. lxxxiv. 3; Prov. xxvi. 2; Isa. xxxviii. 
14; Jer. viii. 7. 

Swan. Swans rare in Palestine. Unclean, Lev. 
xi. 18; Deut. xiv. 16. The original seems to imply 
some other bird, as the ibis or water-hen. 

Swefr/ing. [OarTH.] 

Swéat. The bloody sweat of the agony is known 
to medical science, and ascribed to violent mental 
emotion, Luke xxii. 44. 

Swine. The hog was pronounced unclean, Lev. 
xi. 7; Deut. xiv. 8. Priests and Arabians abstained 
from the meat for dietetic reasons. Swine-keeping 
a degrading business, Luke xv. 15; yet swine were 
kept, Matt. viii. 32. To cast “‘ pearls before swine” 
bdr he waste truth on those who despised it, Matt. 

Sword. A short, two-edged, dagger-like weapon, 
carried in a sheath or scabbard, and suspended to 
the girdle or belt, Gen. xxvii. 40; Judg. iii. 16; 2 
Sam. xx. 8; Jer. xlvii. 6; Ezek. xxi. 9, 30. 

Syc’a-mine, Luke xvii. 6. [Sycamore.] 

Syc/a-mGre (jig-mulberry). Not our sycamore 
or plane-tree, but a tree of the fig species growi 
in Egypt and Palestine and valued for its fruit an 
light, soft, durable wood, 1 Kgs. x. 27; 1 Chr. xxvii. 
28; Ps. Ixxviii. 47; Luke xix. 4. Sycamine in Luke 
xvii. 6. Sycamore fruit grows singly or in clusters 
and in almost direct contact with the branches. It re- 
sembles the fig in shape, and though of acrid taste 
when first pulled soon becomes sweetish. Egyptian 
peerage tian were made of the wood of the sycamore 
ree. 

Sy’char, John iv. 5. [SHecHem.] 

Sy’chem, Acts vii. 16. [SHecnem.] 

Sy-e/ne (key). A city of Egypt bordering on 
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Ethiopia. Situated on the Nile below the first 
cataract, and noted for its quarries of syenite stone, 
Ezek. xxix. 10; xxx. 6. Syene was an important 
city during the reigns of the Hyksos, or Shepherd 
Kings, in Egypt. It is now represented by the Arab 
village of Aswan. 


Syn/a-gigue (led together). The Jewish assem- 
bly for social and religious p es seems to have 
had its origin during the captivity, or to have beenan 
outgrowth of it, Ez. viii. 15; Neh. viii. 2; 
ix. 1. The casual, or house, assemblages 
soon ran into regular congregations, with 
suitable buildings and stated meetings, at 
requisite points. These were the syna- 
gogues, often elaborate and costly, pre- 
sided over by a chief, or rabbi, assi by 
@ council of elders, Mark v. 22, 35; Luke 
iv. 20; John xvi. 2; Acts xviii. 8. 

Syn/ty-che (fate). A woman of the 
church at Philippi, Phil. iv. 2. 

Syr’a-ctise. A noted city on eastern 
coast of Sicily, where Paul spent three 
days on his voyage to Rome, Acts xxviii. 12. 

Syr’i-4. The Hebrew Aram. So indefi- 
nitely bounded at different times as to 
have been associated with Assyria (whence 
its name) and Babylon. More definitely 
the country to the north of Canaan, ex- 
tending from the Tigris to the Mediterra- 
nean, and northward to the Taurus ranges, 
Damascus was the capital, and centre of 
wealth, learning, and power. Joshua sub- 
dued its petty kings, Josh. xi. 2-18; David 
reduced it to submission, 2 Sam. viii., x. 
During Solomon’s reign it became inde- 
pendent, 1 Kgs. xi. 23-25. The earliest recorded set- 
tlers in Syria were Hittites and other Hamitic races, 
The Shemitic element entered it from the southeast 
under Abraham and Chedorlaomer. After Syria be- 
came independent it was a persistent enemy of the 
Jews, 1 Kgs. xv. 18-20; xx., xxii.; 2 Kgs. vi. 8-33; 
vii., ix. 14, 15; x. 32, 33; xiii. 3, 14-25. The attempt 
of the Syrian king to ally Israel with him for the 
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overthrow of Judah led Ahaz to call in the help of 
Assyria, and Syria was soon merged into the great 
Assyrian empire. It wasconquered by Alexander the 
Great, B. c. 333, and finally fell to the lot of Seleucus 
Nicator, who made it the central province of his em- 
pire, with the capital at Antioch. The Syriac lan- 
guage was closely allied to the Hebrew. 

Syr‘i-ac. The ancient language of Syria, an Ar- 
amean dialect. In Dan. ii. 4, the word ‘Syriac’? 
should read ‘‘ Aramaic,” the court language of Baby- 
lon at the time.

Ta/be-el (good God). A Persian officer in Sama- 
ria under King Artaxerxes, Ez. iv. 7. 

Ta-béV/li-us, 1 Esdr. ii. 15. [Tasez.] 

TAb/e-rah (burning). A place in the wilderness 
of Paran, where the Israelites encamped. It was so 
called because God there consumed the murmurers. 
The encampment remained there for a month, and 
the excessive eating of quail led to a pestilence, for 
which reason the place was called Kibroth-hattavah, 
or “‘ graves of lust,’” Num. xi. 3, 34; Deut. ix. 22. 

TA/bér-ing. Beating upon the taber, tabret, or 
small drum. Word now obsolete, Nah. ii. 7. 


Tab/ér-na-cle (little shed or tent). Tent of Je- 


hovah, or movable sanctuary, which Moses was di- 
rected to erect in the wilderness, Ex. xxv. 8. Its 
plan, materials, and furnishings are described in Ex, 
XXxv. ; xxvi., xxvii. It could be readily taken 
down and set up and accompanied the Israelites dur- 
ing their wanderings, Ex. xl. 38. During the conquest 
it was stationed at Gilgal, Josh. iv. 19; ix. 6; x. 15; 
and at Ebal, Josh. viii. 30-35. After the conquest it 
was set up at Shiloh, Josh. xviii. 1, where it remained 
during the time of the Judges and where the ark was 
captured by the Philistines, 1 Sam. iv. 17, 22. Some- 
time after the return of the ark it was 
taken to Jerusalem and placed in a new 
tabernacle, and finally in the temple, 2 
Sam. vi. 17; 1 Chr. xv. 1, but the old 
structure was still venerated, as long as 
it remained at Shiloh. It was afterwards 
removed to Nob, 1 Sam. xxi. 1-9, and in 
the reign of David to Gibeon, 1 Chr. xvi. 
39; xxi. 29, where it was at the beginning 
of Solomon’s reign. Some suppose that 
the tabernacle and its furniture were 
moved into Solomon’s temple when it was 
completed. 

TAb/ér-na-cle of Tés/ti-mo-njy. 
As the stone tables of the Ten Command- 
ments were called the “tables of testi- 
mony,”’ Ex. xxxi. 18; xxxii. 15; xxxiv. 
29; and the ark which contained them 
was called the ‘“‘ark of testimony,’’ Ex. 
xxv. 22, so the tabernacle in which the 
ark was placed was called the ‘ taberna- 
cle of testimony,’’ Ex. xxxviii. 21; Num. 
i. 50. Called also “ the tabernacle of wit- 
ness,’ in Num. xvii. 7, 8. 

Tab/ér-na-cles, Feast of. Third 
of the three great Hebrew feasts, cele- 
brated from the 15th to 22d of Tisri. It commemo- 
rated the long tent life of the Israelites, and during 
its celebration the people dwelt in booths. Called 
also ‘‘ feast of ingathering,’’ Ex. xxiii. 16, because it 
came at end of harvest. It was closed with a holy 
convocation, Lev. xxiii. 36; and on Sabbatical years 
was similarly opened and closed, when the law was 
read anew, Deut. xxxi. 11-13. For law as to solem- 
nization see Lev. xxiii. 34-43 ; Num. xxix. 12-40. Its 
observance is referred to in Neh. viii. 13-18; Hos. 
xii. 9; Zech. xiv. 16-19 ; John. vii. 2, 37, 38. 

TAb/i-tha (gazelle). The Christian woman of 
Joppa whom Peter raised from the dead, Acts ix. 
36-42. [Dorcas.] 

Ta/ble (board). Primitive tables were merely 
leather or skins spread on the floor. After the 
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captivity they were slightly raised. Beds or couches 
are meant in Mark vii. 4; writing tablet of wax in 
Luke i. 63. The “‘ tables’’ of Matt. xxi. 12; John ii. 
15, were doubtless sufficiently raised to answer the 
purposes of a counter for money-changing purposes. 
The meaning of ‘serve tables” in Acts vi. 2, is that 
duty which fell to the early Christian ministry of at- 
tending to the gathering and distributing of food to 
the poor, or of collecting and distributing the church 
funds. This duty was transferred to the deacons, 
Acts vi. 5, 6.

TALMON 


Tadmor, or Palmyra, reached the height of its splen- 
dor, wealth, and power under the celebrated Zeno- 
bia, ‘“‘ Queen of the East,’? who made it the capital of 
her empire. It fell a prey to the victorious Romans. 


Among its notable ruins are the Temple of the Sun, 
dedicated to Baal, a Street of Columns, of which 150 
are still standing, and a series of magnificent tombs 
intended for both burial places and places of worship. 
The old name still exists in the form of Thadmor.

1 Chr. vii. 25.

Ta/bor (mound). (1) A high mountain on north 
side of plain of Esdraelon; landmarl between Issa- 
char and Zebulun, Josh. xix.

(2) Levitical 
town in Zebulun, 1 Chr. vi. 77. (3) ‘‘ Plain of Tabor,”’

Tab/ret (little tabor). A small drum or tambour- 
ine, without jingles ; used to accompany pipes, 1 Sam. 
xviii. 6. [TrmBRet. | 

TAb/ri-min (Rimmon ts good). Father of Ben- 
hadad I., King of Syria in time of Asa, 1 Kgs. xv. 18. 

Tache (tack). Taches were hooks or clasps of 
gold or copper for connecting the tabernacle curtains, 
Ex. xxvi. 6, 11. 

TAch’mo-nite, 2 Sam. xxiii. 8. Hachmonite, or 
‘gon of Hachmoni.”’

TAd/mé6r (Tamar, palms). The Palmyra of the 
Greeks and Romans. A city built by Solomon in 
Syria, toward the Euphrates, for the purpose of 
facilitating trade with the east. Its ruins are nu- 
merous and suggestive, 1 Kgs. ix. 18; 2 Chr. viii. 4

Tih’tim=h6d/shi. An unknown land visited 
by Joab during his census tour, 2 Sam. xxiv. 6. 

Tale (number). A reckoning by number and not 
by weight, Ex. v. 8. 

Talent (weight). A Hebrew weight and denom- 
ination for money, equal to 3,000 shekels, or 93} 
pounds of silver, and varying in value from $1,550 to 
$2,000, Ex. xxxviii. 25; Matt. xviii. 24. The Attic, or 
Greek talent, was worth about $1,200; the Roman 
great talent, $500 ; the Roman small talent, $375.

Some would identify 
it with Tarshish. It was founded by the Assyrian, 
Sardanapalus, and was captured by the Romans an 
made a free city. It is now represented by Tersons, 
a mean Turkish city with a fluctuating population. 

Tar'tak ( prince of darkness). Anidol introduced 
into Samaria by Avite colonists, and worshipped un- 
der ie form of an ass, symbolizing darkness, 2 Kgs.

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Tiix’tan. Not a proper name, but an army offi- 
cial, like general or commander-in-chief, 2 Kgs. xviii.

Tat'na-i (gif). A Persian governor in Palestine,

Tav/érng (huis). ‘Three Taverns” was a place 
on the Appian Way, 33 miles south of Rome, where 
ee met some of his Roman brethren, Acts xxviii. 
Tax'es (touches). First Hebrew taxes were tithes, 
first-fruits, redemption money, for use of the priests. 
Taxes amplified under the kings and became burden- 
some, 1 Kgs. x. 28, 29; xii. 4. Jews under heavy 
tribute while subject to foreign rulers, Neh. v. The 
tithe-tax became a poll-tax, Neh. x. 32, 33; and con- 
tinued, Matt. xvii. 24. The enrollment, or census, of 
Luke ii. 2, and Acts v. 37, was for the purpose of Ro- 
man taxation, which was onerous, being on the head, 
the field-hand, the ground and the products thereof, 
the harbors, city-gates, and city houses. 

Téarg. In Ps. lvi. 8, allusion is supposed, by 
some, to be made to a custom of preserving the tears 
of mourners in a bottle and placing it in the sepul- 
chre. Others regard the words as a bold metaphor, 
expressive of David’s wish that God would keep in 
memory his many penitential tears, as the traveller 
stores his water, milk, or wine in leather bottles for 
a journey. 

Té/bah (slaughter). Ason of Nahor, Gen. xxii. 24. 

Téb’a-li’/ah (purged). Third son of Hosah the 
Merarite, 1 Chr. xxvi.

Té’/beth (goodness). Tenth month of Hebrew sa- 
ered, and fourth of civil, year; commencing with 
new moon in January, Esth. ii. 16. 

Té-haph’ne-heg, Ezek. xxx. 18. [TAHPANHES.] 

Té-hin’/nah (entreaty). Son of Eshton and foun- 
der of Ir-nahash, city of Nahash, 1 Chr. iv. 12. 

Teil=trée (lime-tree). Terebinth, or oak of Pales- 
tine, Isa. vi. 13. 

Té-k0/a, Té-k0/ah (fort). A town of Judah on 
the Hebron ridge, six miles from Bethlehem, and on 
the border of the wilderness, 2 Chr. xx. 20; Jer. vi. 1. 
Colonized by Ashur, 1 Chr. ii. 24; iv. 5; fortified by 
Rehoboam, 2 Chr. xi.6. Home of the ‘ wise wo- 
man ’’ who interceded for Absalom, 2 Sam. xiv. 2-9. 
Birthplace and residence of the prophet Amos, Am. 
i.1. Now Tekua. 

Té-k0/ite. Dweller in Tekoa, 2 Sam. xxiii. 26; 
1 Chr. xi. 28; xxvii. 9; Neh. iii. 5, 27. 

Tél=a/bib (grain-heap). A city in Chaldea or 
Babylonia where captive Jews resided, Ezek. iii. 15. 

Telah ieren ath An Ephraimite ancestor of 
Joshua, 1 Chr. vii. 25. 

Tél/a-im (lambs). Place where Saul collected his 
forces before attacking the Amalekites, 1 Sam. xv. 4. 

Te-lis/sar, Thé-la/sar (Assyrian hill), Place 
in western Mesopotamia, near Haran and Orfa, 2 Kgs. 
xix. 12; Isa. xxxvii. 12. 

T@/lem (oppression). (1) A city in extreme south- 
ern Judah, Josh. xv. 24. (2) A temple doorkeeper 
in time of Ezra, Ez, x. 24. 

Tél=hir’sa, Tél=ha-ré’sha (uncultivated hill). 
A place in Babylonia whence captive Jews returned, 
Ez. ii. 59; Neh. vii. 61. 

Tél=mé@(1ah (salt hill), A city mentioned with 
the above. Identified by some with the Thelme of 
pape 3 near the Persian Gulf, Ez. ii. 59; Neh. vii. 


Té’ma (desert). Ninth son of Ishmael, and name 
of his tribe and country. Referred to Teyma in Sy- 
ria, on the caravan route from Damascus to Mecca, 
Gen. xxv. 15; 1 Chr. i. 30; Job vi. 19; Isa. xxi. 14; 
Jer. xxv. 23, 

Té/man (desert). Oldest son of Eliphaz, and 
grandson of Esau, Gen. xxxvi. 11. Also the tribe and 
country of Temani or Temanites, in Edom, Jer. xlix. 
%3 Ezek. xxv. 13; Am. i. 12; Obadiah 9; Hab. iii. 3. 
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Tém/a-ni, Té/man-ite, Gen. xxxvi. 34; Job il. 
11. (Teman.] 

Tém/e-ni. A son of Ashur, father of Tekoa, 1 
Chr. iv. 6. 

Tém/ple. (1) Solomon’s temple erected at Jeru- 
salem on Mount Moriah. David proposed to transform 
the tabernacle into a permanent temple at Jerusalem, 
and collected much material, but its construction 
was forbidden by the prophet Nathan, 1 Chr. xvii. ; 

‘2 Sam. vii. 7-29. Solomon completed the work after 
David’s plans and with the assistance of Hiram, king 
of Tyre. He began to build in the fourth year of his 
reign, B. o. 1012, and finished and dedicated it B. o. 
1005, 1 Chr. xxi., xxii., xxviii., 11-19; xxix.47; 1 
Kgs. vi.-viii. ; 2 Chr. iii-vii. This costly and im- 
posing structure, for the age, was pillaged several 
times during the Eastern invasions, and was finally 
destroyed during the last siege of Jerusalem by Ne- 
buchadnezzar, B. c. 588. (2) The temple of Zerubba- 
bel was begun in B. c. 534, by the returned captives 
under the lead of Zerubbabel and the patronage of 
King Cyrus of Persia. Owing to discords and direct 
opposition it was not completed till B. c. 515. It was 
much inferior to the first in cost and beauty, though 
one third larger in dimensions. It was partially de- 
stroyed by Antiochus Epiphanes, B. 0. 163, and re- 
stored by Judas Maccabeus, Ez. iii.-vi. ; 2 Macc. x. 
1-9. (3) Herod the Great removed the decayed tem- 
ple of Zerubbabel and began the erection of a new 
one B. c. 17. This gorgeous and costly structure was 
not completed till the time of Herod Agrippa II., a. p. 
64. It was of marble, after Greco-Roman designs, 
and was destroyed by the Romans under Titus, A. D. 
70, thus verifying Mark xiii. 2. 


Témpt (hold). Ordinarily, the offering of an 
inducement to do wrong, Matt. iv. 1-11; Luke iv. 
13 ; but in Gen. xxii. 1; James i. 2, 3, a trial of one’s 
faith ; trial of God’s patience, Ex. xvii. 2; 1 Cor. x. 
9; an effort to ensnare, Matt. xvi. 1; xix. 3; xxii. 
18; Mark x. 2; Luke x. 25. 

Tént (stretched). The house of nomad and pasto- 
ral peoples. It was made of strong cloth, chiefly of 
goat’s hair, stretched on poles, and firmly pegged to 
the ground, Gen. iv. 20; xviii. 1; Judg. iv. 21; Isa. 
xxxviii. 12, 

Té/rah (laggard). Father of Abraham. He was 
of Urin Chaldea, started west with his family, stopped 
in Haran, and died there, aged 205 years. Through 
his sons, Abraham, Nahor, and Haran, he was the an- 
cestor of the Israelites, Ishmaelites, Midianites, Moab- 
ites, and Ammonites, Gen. xi. 27-32. 

Tér’a-phim (images). Little images kept in 
Eastern households for private consultation and wor- 
ship. This species of idolatry or superstition was in 
favor with Hebrews, though often denounced, Gen. 
xxxi. 19, 34, 35; Judg. xviii. 17; 1 Sam. xv. 23; xix. 
13, 16; 2 Kgs. xxiii. 24; Hos. iii. 4; Zech. x. 2. 

Tér’e-binth. [Txm-rTrs«.} 

Té’resh (strict). A eunuch of Ahasuerus, whose 
plot to murder his master was discovered by Morde- 
cai, Esth. ii, 21-23. 

Tér’tius (¢hird). Paul’s scribe in writing his 
Epistle to the Romans, Rom. xvi. 22. 

Tér-tiil/lus (little third). A Roman lawyer or 
orator hired by the high priest and Sanhedrim to 
prosecute Paul before the procurator Felix, Acts 
xxiv. 1-9. 

Tés/ta-ment (witness). One of the two volumes 
of the Sacred Scriptures, which treat of the old and 
new dispensations ; distinguished as the Old Testa- 
ment, treating of revelation before the Advent of 
Christ, and the New Testament, containing that made 
after the Advent, 2 Cor. iii. 6; Heb. ix. 15. 

Tés/ti-m6-ny (witness). The entire revelation 
of God, Ps. cxix. 88, 99; the tables of stone, Ex. xxv. 
16; the ark in which the tables were deposited, Ex. 
xxv. 22; the gospel of Christ, 1 Cor. i. 6; Rev. i, 2. 

Tét/rirch (fourth ruler). Originally one who 
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governed a part of a country divided into four parts, 
or tetrarchies; but under Roman rule it came to 
mean any ruler or petty prince of the republic and 
empire, especially in Syria, Matt. xiv. 1; Luke iii. 1; 
ix. 7; Acts xiii. 1. Sometimes the tetrarch was called 
king, Matt. xiv. 9; Mark vi. 14, 22. 


Thé/ras, 1 Esdr. viii. 41. [Anava.] 

Thés’sa-10/ni-ang. People of Thessalonica, to 
whom Paul addressed two epistles, 13th and 14th N. 
T. books. The first was written at Corinth, a. p. 52 
or 53, soon after the author had founded a church 
at Thessalonica, and upon the strength of favorable 
reports from Timothy. Its design was to 


confirm the new converts in the faith,

Thé-c0/é, 1 Macc. ix. 33. [TzKoa.] 

Théft, Thief. Punishment of theft was severe 
under the Mosaic law, as in all pastoral countries 
where the property was chiefly in flocks, more or less 

to persons of felonious intent. The thief 
was compelled to make restitution, five-fold for a 
stolen ox and four-fold for asheep. To kill a thief, 
caught in the act, was not a capital offence. If re- 
stitution was impossible a thief could be sold, Ex. 
xxii. 1-4.

Thigh. Placing the hand under the thigh 
was form of adjuration mentioned in Gen. xxiv. 2; 
xlvii. 29, and supposably prevalent in patriarchal 
times, but only taken by inferiors, as by servants or 
sons, and as significant of subjection and the purpose 
of obedience. 

Thim/na-thah, Josh. xix. 43. [Tmau.] 

This/bé. A city in Beotia, Tob. i. 2. 

This/tle, Thorn. No less than eighteen Hebrew 
words embrace the thistle, thorn, brier, and bramble 
species, which is prolific in Palestine, Gen. iii. 18. 
Figurative for desolation, Prov. xxiv. 31; Isa. v. 6; 
Hos. ii. 6; providential visitation, Num. xxxiii. 55; 
Judg. ii. 3; 2 Cor. xii. 7; hindrance, Prov. xv. 19, 
troubles, Prov. xxii. 5. ‘‘ Crown of thorns,”’ both 
punishment and derision, Matt. xxvii. 29. 

Thom /as (twin). The cautious, susceptible, even 
doubtful, apostle, whose name, in Greek, was Didy- 
mus, ‘‘ twin,’? Matt. x. 3; Mark iii. 18; Luke vi. 15; 
John xi. 16; xiv. 5,6; xx. 24-29; Acts i. 13. 

Thorn. [Tustix.] 

Thra/gja. Classic name for the country now em- 
braced in the northern part of Turkey in Europe, 2 
Mace. xii. 35. 


Thra-sé/us. Father of Apollonius, 2 Macc. iii. 5. 

Thrée Tav/érng. [Taverns.] 

Thrésh/ing (thrashing). Done anciently by 
treading with oxen or horses, or by drawn sleds, 
sometimes spiked, on earthen floors, usually on high 
spots of ground, Deut. xxv. 4; 1 Chr. xxi. 15-28 ; Isa. 
xxviii. 27, 28 ; xli. 15,16. The flail or stick is men- 
tioned in Ruth ii. 17. 

Throne (seat). The seat of one in authority, as 
high priest, 1 Sam. i. 9; military chief, Jer. i. 15; 
but especially of a king, 2 Sam. iii. 10; 1 Kgs. ii. 12; 
vii. 7; x. 18-20; xxii. 10; Acts xii. 21. 

Thim/mim, Ex. xxviii. 30. [Urm.] 

Thin/der (sound). Rare in Palestine, hence 
regarded as God’s displeasure, 1 Sam. xii. 17; Jeho- 
vah’s voice, Job xxxvii. 2; Ps. xviii. 13; Isa. xxx. 30, 
31; John xii. 29; symbol of divine power, Ex. xix. 
16; 1 Sam. ii. 10; 2 Sam. xxii. 14; Isa. xxix. 6 
Rev. viii. 5. 

Thy’a-ti’ra (burning incense). A city of north- 
ern Lydia in Asia Minor, founded by Seleucus Nica- 
tor, much inhabited by Jews, seat of one of the 
seven churches of Asia, Acts xvi. 14; Rev. ii. 18-22 


Thy’ine=-wood. Wood ofthe thyia, sandarac, or 
us 
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pine variety, yielding a choice gum and hard, dark 
colored, fragrant wood. Indigenous to northern Af- 
rica, Rev. xviii. 12. 

Ti-bé/ri-as. (1) Sea of, John vi. 1; xxi. 1. 
([GENNESARET.] (2) A town of Galilee on the west 
shore of Lake Gennesaret or Sea of Galilee, founded by 
Herod Antipas, A. D. 16-22, and named in honor of 
the emperor Tiberius. It seems to have imparted its 
name to the lake or sea. Once noted for its learning 
and architectural beauty, but now the miserable vil- 
lage of Tabariyeh, John vi. 1, 23; xxi. 1. 

Ti-bé/ri-us. Tiberius Claudius Nero, second 
emperor of Rome, a. D. 14-37. Stepson of Augustus, 
@ vigorous warrior, eloquent orator, and able states- 
man, but an indolent, despotic ruler. He is the 
Cesar of Luke iii. 1 ; xx. 22-25; xxiii. 2; John xix. 12, 

Wb/hath (filling). Capital of Hadadezer, king 
of Zobah, 1 Chr. xviii. 8. Betah, 2 Sam. viii. 8. 


Tim/brel (bell, drum). A Hebrew musical 
instrument somewhat resembling the tambourine, 
Ex. xv. 20; Judg. xi. 34; Ps. lxviii. 25. [Taprer.] 

Tim/na, Tim/nah (portion). (1) Mother of 
Amalek, Gen. xxxvi. 12. (2) A duke of Edom, 
Gen. xxxvi. 40, who gave his name to a boundary of 
Judah, Josh. xv. 10. (3) A mountain town of Judah, 
Josh. xv. 57. Thimnathah, Josh. xix. 43. 

Tim/nith. (1) Gen. xxxviii. 14. [Timna, 2.] (2) 

‘Home of Samson’s wife, Judg. xiv. 1-5. 

Tim/nath=he/res, Judg. ii. 9. [ Tmnats- 
SERAH]. 

Tim/nith=sé/rah ( fruitful portion). Acity in 
Ephraim given to Joshua, and his home and burial 
place, Josh. xix. 50; xxiv. 30. Written Timnath- 
heres in Judg. ii.

Tim/nite. Designation of Samson’s father-in- 
law, the Timnathite, Judg. xv. 6.

26. King Ahaz, of Judah, became his vassal, 2 Kgs, 
xvi. 7-10. He reigned B. o. 747-739, 

Tigris (arrow). Great eastern tributary of the 
Euphrates, rising in the Armenian mountains and 
flowing southeastwardly 1146 miles, Between it and 
the Euphrates lay Mesopotamia. In the Septuagint 
version it stands for Hiddekel, one of the rivers of 
Eden, Gen. ii. 14; Tob. vi. 1; Judith i. 6; Ecclus. 
xxiv. 25. 

Tik’vah, Tik’vath (hope). (1) Father-in-law 
of Huldah the prophetess, 2 Kgs. xxii. 14; 2 Chr, 
xxxiv. 22. (2) Father of Jahaziah, Hz. x. 15. 

Tile (cover), A broad, thin slab of burnt clay, 
used as a shingle on Oriental houses, Ezek. iv. 1. 

Til’gith=pil-né’ser, 1 Chr. v. 6; 2 Chr. xxviii.

Tilon (gift). A Judahite, 1 Chr. iv. 20. 


Ti-mee/us (honored). Father of the blind Barti- 
mus, Mark 3.

Tim/‘o-thy (honoring God). Son of Eunice, a 
Jewess, by a Gentile father. Born in Derbe or 
Lystra, Lycaonia, Acts xvi. 1; 2 Tim. i, 5. Con- 
verted by Paul and became a close friend and valu- 
able assistant, Rom. xvi. 21; Heb. xiii. 23. Recipient 
of two of Paul’s epistles, 15th and 16th N. T. books, 
The first was written to him while at Ephesus, prob- 
ably from Macedonia, and about A. p. 65. The sec- 
ond seems to have been written from Rome some 
three years later. They are called pastoral epistles, 
because devoted to description of church work an 
earnest exhortation to faithfulness. 

Tin. A metal well known to ancients, Num. xxxi. 
22; evidently dross in Isa, i. 25. Imported from 
Tarshish, Ezek, xxvil. 12. 

Tiph’sah (ford). The Greek and Roman 
Thapsacus, a crossing point of the Euphrates, and 
eastern limit of Solomon’s empire, 1 Kgs. iv. 24. 
Smitten by Menahem, 2 Kgs. xv. 16. 


Tiras (longing). Youngest son of Japheth, and 
supposable progenitor of the Thracians, Gen. x. 2. 


Ti/rath-ites. Designation of a family of scribes 
at Jabez, 1 Chr. ii, 65.

Tir/ha-kah (exalted), A king of Ethiopia and 
Upper Egypt who became King Hezekiah’s ally 
against Sennacherib, about B. 0.

A son of Caleb, son of 
Hezron, 1 Chr. ii. 48. 

Tiri-a (dread). A Judahite, 1 Chr. iv. 16. 

Tir’sha-tha (governor). Title of the governors of 
Judea under Persian rule, Ez. ii. 63; Neh. vii. 65,70; 
viii. 9; Neh. x. 1. 

Tir’zah (pleasing). (1) Youngest of the five 
daughters of Zelophehad, Num. xxvi. 33. (2) An 
ancient Canaanite city captured by Joshua, and 
which afterwards became the capital of the king- 
dom of Samaria, till Samaria, the new capital, was 
founded by King Omri. It was some 30 miles 
north of Jerusalem, and 5 miles east of Samaria, 
Josh. xii. 24; 1 Kgs. xiv. 17; xv. 21, 33; xvi. 6; 
2 Kgs. xv. 14, 16; S. of Sol. vi. 4

Tish/bite. Elijah is so designated, 1 Kgs. xvii. 
1; xxi. 17, 28; 2 Kgs. i. 3,8; ix. 36. The place is 
generally referred to Thisbe in Naphtali, where Tobit 
lived, Tob. i. 2. 

Tis’ri. Seventh month of the Jewish sacred, and 
first of the civil, year, corresponding to parts of Sep- 
tember and October. Called also Ethanim, 1 Kgs. 
viii. 2; 2 Chr. v. 3. 

Tithe (tenth). One tenth of all produce of lands 
and herds was set apart, under the Levitical law, for 
the support of the Levites, and a tenth of their tenth 
went to the priests. There were tithe regulations 
among other nations, Gen. xiv. 20; xxviii. 22; Lev. 
xxvii. 30-33; Num. xviii. 21-32; Deut. xii. 17, 18; 
xiv. 22-27. The Pharisees tithed their mint, anise, 
cummin, and rue, Matt. xxiii. 23. 

Tit’tle (title). Jot; iota; any minute quantity, 
Matt. v. 18; Luke xvi. 17. 

Titus (pleasant). A distinguished Grecian who 
became a Christian convert and a companion of Paul 
in his trials and on his missionary tours, Tit. i. 4; Gal. 
ii. 3-5; 2 Cor. viii. 6, 16, 23. Entrusted with many 
important commissions, 2 Cor. xii. 18; 2 Tim. iv. 10; 
Tit. i. 5. Paul wrote an epistle to Titus, the 17th 
N. T. book, about a. p. 65, designed to instruct him 
in his ministerial duties in Crete, which were ardu- 
ous, on account of the immorality of the people. 
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Tizite. Designation of Joha, one of David’s 
guardsmen. Place unknown, 1 Chr. xi. 45. 

TO’ah (bent). A Levite ancestor of Samuel, 1 Chr. 
vi. 34. Tohu, 1 Sam. i. 1. 

TSb (good). A place or district beyond Jordan 
and between Gilead and the desert, to which Jeph- 
thah fled when banished from Gilead, Judg. xi. 3-5. 
Ish-tob, 2 Sam. x. 6, 8. 

Tbb=4d/0-ni’/jah (my good God). A Levite sent 
out Lg King Jehoshaphat to teach the law, 2 Chr. 
xvii. 8. 

T0-bi/ah (God’s goodness). (1) His children re- 
turned with Zerubbabel, Ez. ii. 60; Neh. vii. 62. (2) 
An Ammonite servant of Sanballat who joined his 
master in opposing Nehemiah, Neh. ii. 10-20. 

To-bi/as. Greek form of Tobiah and Tobijah. (1) 
Son of Tobit, and hero in his book, Tob. (2) Father 
of Hyrcanus, and a man of great prominence at Jeru- 
salem, B. Cc. 187, 

TO’bié, 1 Macc. v. 13. [Tos.] 

To-bi/jah (God's goodness). (1) A Levite sent 
out by King Jehoshaphat to teach the law, 2 Chr. 
xvii. 8. (2) One of the captivity in whose presence 
Joshua was crowned high priest, Zech. vi. 10-14, 

TO/bit (goodness). Father of Tobias, and author 
of Tobit, the fifth Apocryphal book. It was writ- 
ten in Greek, with the scene in Assyria, and is a 
didactic narrative of Jewish social life after the cap- 
tivity. 

TO/chen (ask). An unidentified place in Simeon, 
1 Chr. iv. 32. 

To-gar’mah (bony). Son of Gomer, of the fam- 
ily of Japheth, Gen. x. 3. His descendants became 
horse and mule merchants, and have been associated 
with the ancient Armenians, Ezek. xxvii. 14. 

To/hu, 1Sam.i.1. [Toax.] 

T0'l (wandering). A king of Hamath, who sent 
his son to congratulate David on his victory over 
Hadadezer, 2 Sam. viii. 9, 10. Tou, 1 Chr. xviii. 9, 


10. 

TO/la (worm). (1) First-born of Issachar, and 
progenitor of the Tolaites, Gen. xlvi. 13; Num. xxvi. 
23; 1 Chr. vii.1, 2. (2) Successor of Abimelech as 
judge of Israel for twenty-three years, Judg. x. 1, 2. 

TO/lAd (generation). A city in South Judah, called 
also El-tolad, 1 Chr. iv. 29, 

T0’/la-ites. Descendants uf Tola, Num. xxvi. 23, 

TSl/ba-nég, 1 Esdr. ix. 25. [TeLEm.] 

TOll (tell). The Persian taxation of conquered 
Judea consisted of ‘‘ tribute ’’ levied on each province 
and collected by the authorities thereof; ‘‘ custom,” 
which could be paid in kind; ‘‘toll,’? which was a 
cash exaction for the use of bridges, fords, and high- 
ways, Ez. iv. 13; vii. 24. 

Tomb. Burial places among Hebrews were caves, 
recesses in rocks, natural or artificial, and walled 
sepulchres. [SEPULCHRE. ] 

Tongues. ‘ And the whole earth was of one lan- 
guage, and of one speech,”’ Gen. xi. 1. Confusion of 
tongues and dispersion of peoples coincident, Gen. 
xi. 7-9. ‘ New tongues,’”’ Mark xvi. 17, is the first 
notice of a gift specially characteristic of the first 
outpouring of the Spirit. Ten days afterward the 
promise was fulfilled in the Pentecostal phenomenon, 
Acts ii. 1-13. 

Tooth. The Jewish law of retaliation permitted 
the deprivation of ‘‘eye for eye, tooth for tooth,” 
Ex. xxi. 24. The principle of this law was condemned 
by Christ, Matt. v. 38-42. Teeth used figuratively 
for the inheritable quality of sin, Ezek. xviii. 2; 
“cleanness of teeth ’’ a figure for famine, Am. iv. 6; 
* onashing of teeth’? indicative of rage and despair, 
Matt. viii. 12. 

TO’paz. A variously hued gem, corresponding to 
the modern chrysolite, which the Hebrews obtained 
from Ethiopia, Job xxviii. 19, and which constituted 
the second stone in first row of the high priest’s 
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breastplate, Ex. xxviii. 17, and a foundation stone of 
the New Jerusalem, Rev. xxi. 20. 

Td’phel (mortar), A place east of the Dead Sea 
near Bozrah, Deut. i. 1. 

Td’phet, T5’/pheth (drum, noise, place of burn- 
ing). Part of the valley of Hinnom east or south of 
Jerusalem. Perhaps once a pleasure garden, but af- 
terward polluted by the abominations incident to the 
worship of Baal and Molech, 2 Kgs. xxiii. 10; Jer. 
vii. 31; xix. 13, and then turned into a dumping and 
burning place of the city’s refuse. Hence a place 
of judgment, Jer. xix. 6-14. [Hinnom.] 

Tér’mah, Judg. ix. 31 marg. [ARUMAH.] 

TGér’toise (twisted - foot). A faulty rendering. 
The Septuagint has “‘ land-crocodile,’’ and doubtless 
one of the large lizard species is meant, Lev. xi. 29. 

TO’u, 1 Chr. xviii. i. 10. [Tor] 

Tow. The coarser part of flax, Judg. xvi. 9. 

Tow’er (shot up). Watch-towers, or fortified 
posts, were frequent on frontiers and exposed places, 
Gen. xxxv. 21; 2 Chr. xxvi. 10; around vineyards, 
Isa. xxi. 5, 8,11; Matt. xxi. 33, and for the use of 
shepherds, Mic. iv. 8. ‘‘ Tower of Shechem,” Judg. 
ix. 47, evidently a citadel or stronghold. Tower of 
Babel [Base]. ‘‘ Tower of Siloam,”’ possibly an ob- 
servatory, Luke xiii. 4. 

Town Clérk. An official in Ephesus, who re- 
corded the laws and decisions and read them in pub- 
lic, Acts xix. 35-41. 

Trach’9g-ni'tis (stony). One of the Roman 
provinces into which the country north of the Jordan 
was divided, and generally associated with Argob, 
south of Damascus, Luke iii. 1. 

Trance (going over). The word in Num. xxiv. 4, 
16, is an interjection, without a Hebrew equivalent. 
In Acts x. 10, xi. 5, xxii. 17, an ecstasy is implied, 
which carried the subject beyond the usual limits of 
consciousness and volition. 

Trans-fig/0-ra’tion (formed over). The super- 
natural change in the appearance of Christ upon the 
mount — Hermon or Tabor. It served as an attes- 
tation of his Messiahship and an emblem of glorified 
pupae Matt. xvii. 1-13; Mark ix. 2-13; Luke ix. 


Tréag’tire Ci/tiégs. The kings of Judah, and of 
other nations, kept their treasures in designated 
cities, called treasure-cities, and in special buildings 
ppt ut ee Ex. i. 11; 1 Chr. xxvii. 25;

Tréas/tir-y (place). The place in the temple 
where gifts were received, 1 Chr. ix. 26; Mark xii. 
41; Luke xxi. 1; John viii. 20. 

Trénch (cut). In military usage, a ditch for pro- 
tection, but in 1 Sam. xxvi. 5, the place where the 
wagons were grouped or packed. 

Trés/pass (passing over). To violate the per- 
sonal or property rights of another, Lev. v. 6. To 
violate a positive law of God, Matt. vi. 15. 

Trés/pass Of/fér-ing. This offering was closely 
allied to the sin offering, and in some cases offered 
with it as a distinct part of the same sacrifice, Lev. 
v. 15; xiv. 13-32. 

Tribe (division). In a Roman sense, the third 
part of the empire, but with Hebrews any division of 
the people, especially that division which sprung 
from the twelve sons of Jacob, and was perpetuated 
in their descendants, Gen. xlviii. 5; Num. xxvi. 5- 
61; Josh. xiii. 7-33; xv.-xix. Of these tribes two, 
Ephraim and Manasseh, sprang from Joseph. Still 
there were only twelve partitions of conquered 
Canaan, for the tribe of Levi received no allotment 
of lands, but: was diffused in cities among the other 
tribes and supported by them. Each tribe was 
headed by a prince, and each possessed considerable 
independence even under the monarchy. They 
waged war separately and among themselves, Judg. 
i. 2-4; 1 Chr. v. 18-22; 2 Sam. ii. 4-9; and finally 
ten of the tribes revolted and set up the separate 
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kingdom of Israel, xix. 41-43; 1 Kgs. xii. For his- 
tory of each tribe see its title. 

Trib/ute (gift). A payment made as a token of 
submission, or for sake of peace, or in pursuance of 
treaty, Gen. xlix. 15. The head-tax of half a shekel 
paid annually by Jews for the support of the temple 
service, Ex. xxx. 13. 

Trip/0-lis (three cities). The commercially linked 
cities of Aradus, Sidon, and Tyre, in Pheenicia, 2 
Mace. xiv. 1. 

Tr0/4s (Troad). Alexandria Troas, or in the 
Troad, was an important city in Mysia, Asia Minor, 
6 miles south of the entrance to the Hellespont and 4 
from the site of Ancient Troy. It was founded by 
Alexander the Great and was for many centuries the 
key of commerce between Europe and Asia. Paul 
visited it more than once, Acts xvi. 8-11; xx. 5-10; 
2 Tim. iv. 13.

Tro-£¥V1i-um (fruit-port). Town and promon- 
tory on the western coast of Asia Minor, opposite 
Samos. Paul visited it on his third missionary tour, 
Acts xx. 15. 

Troop, Band. These words imply small bodies 
of marauders in Gen. xlix. 19; 2 Sam. xxii. 30; Jer. 
xviii. 22; Mic. v. 1. 

Tréph’‘i-mis (fostered). A Christian convert 
residing at Ephesus, and co-worker with Paul, Acts 
xx. 4; xxi. 29; 2 Tim. iv. 20. 

Trow (¢rust). Signifies to think or believe in, 
Luke xvii. 9. 

Triim’pet (pipe). A wind instrument with a 
flaring mouth, made of horn or metal and differing 
but little in form and use from the cornet, Ex. xix, 
16. [Cornert.] 

Trim’pets, Feast of. The feast of the new 
mocn which fell on the first of Tisri, Num. xxix. 1-6; 
Lev. xxiii. 24, 25. It was the New Year’s day of the 
Jewish civil year, and was ushered in by the blowing 
of trumpets and observed by offerings. 

Try-phé/na (shining). A Christian woman of 
Rome, saluted by Paul, Rom. xvi. 12. 

Try’phon (effeminate). Surname of Diodotus, 
who usurped the Syrian throne, 1 Mace. xii. 39. 

Try-phO’sa (shining). A Christian woman of 
Rome, saluted by Paul, Rom. xvi. 12. 

Tw’bal (tumult). Fifth son of Japheth, Gen. x. 
2;1 Chr. i. 5. His descendants supposably inhabited 
the country between the Caspian and Euxine seas, 
Isa. Ixvi. 19 ; Ezek. xxvii. 13, xxxii. 26. 

Tu/bal=ciin. Son of Lamech the Cainite, by 
Zillah. He was instructor of artificers in brass and 
iron, Gen. iv. 22. 

Tu’bi-é/ni. Inhabitants of Tubion, the 0. T. 
Tob, 2 Mace. xii. 17. 

Tfir/pén-tine=trée. The terebinth, or teil-tree, 
Ecclus. xxiv. 16. 

Tir’tle, Tir’tle-dove (cooer). The turtle em- 
braces several species of plaintive-noted doves, Gen, 
xv. 9; Ps, lxxiv. 19; Isa. lix. 11. Those who could not 
afford the costlier sacrifices could offer two doves or 
pigeons, Lev. xii.

The celebrated commercial city of 
Pheenicia on the Mediterranean coast. It fell to the 
lot of Asher, but was never conquered, Josh. xix. 29. 
In intimate commercial relation with Hebrews, and 
King Hiram furnished the artificers and material for 
the temple and royal houses at Jerusalem, 2 Sam. 
v. 11; 1 Kgs. v. 1; vii. 13 ; ix. 11-14; 1 Chr. xiv. 1; 
2 Chr. ii. 2-18. The city was denounced by the 

rophets, Isa. xxiii. 1-17; Jer. xxvii. 3; Ezek. xxvi. 

21. It resisted the five-year siege of Shalmaneser 
and the thirteen-year siege of Nebuchadnezzar, but 
fell before that of Alexander. Referred to in N.T., 
Matt. xi. 21, 22; xv. 21 ; Mark vii. 24. Paul visited 
it, Acts xxi. 3, 4.

W’cal (power). The prophecy of Agur is ad- 


dressed to Ithiel and Ucal, Prov. xxx. 1. Some re- 
gard the names as symbolical, while others treat them 
as real. 

Wel (God's will). One of the sons of Bani, Ez. x. 
34. Juel in 1 Esdr. ix. 34, 

Uk/n&z. The name is made to stand for Kenaz in 
margin of 1 Chr. iv. 15. 

0la-1 (pure water). A river in the province of 
Elam, where the palace of Shushan stood, on whose 
banks Daniel saw the vision of the ram and the he- 
goat, Dan. viii. 2-16. 

Tam (porch). (1) A descendant of Manasseh, 1 
Chr. vii. 16,17. (2) Son of Eshek, a Beujamite, of 
the line of Saul, 1 Chr. viii. 39, 40. 

Ula (yoke). Head of an Asherite family, 1 Chr. 
vii. 39. 

UWm/mah (community). A city in Asher, asso- 
ciated with modern Alma, five miles from the Medi- 
terranean coast, Josh. xix. 30. 

Un’ cir-ciim-¢i’zion (not cut around), In a 
Scriptural sense, Gentiles, Rom. ii. 25-29. 

Un-cléan’. A word which, with clean, was ap- 
plied to personal and ceremonial conditions, as well 
as tothe edibility of animals. The division of animals 
into clean and unclean existed before the Flood, Gen. 
vii. 2. Uncleanness and the processes of purification 
are particularly described in Lev. xi.-xv.; Num. xix. 
Unclean animals are specially mentioned in Lev. xi. 
9-31; Deut. xiv. 3-20. 

Un’dér-gird/ing. A primitive way of keeping 
the hull of a ship from opening by passing a cable 
tightly around it. The ship in which Paul sailed 
from Crete to Italy was undergirded, Acts xxvii. 17. 

Un/dér-sét/térg. The molten projections which 
ornamented and supported the brazen laver in Solo- 
mon’s temple, 1 Kgs. vii. 30. 

UW'ni-cérn (one-horned). A fabulous animal pic- 
tured as having one horn on its forehead and the 
body of a horse. The Hebrew word re’em, which 
is translated ‘‘unicorn,’? Num, xxiii. 22; xxiv. 8; 
Deut. xxxiii. 17; Job xxxix. 9; Ps. xxii. 21; xxix. 6 ; 
Isa. xxxiv. 7, does not refer to the one-horned crea- 
ture of fable, but evidently to a two-horned animal, 
Deut. xxxiii. 17, possibly the now nearly extinct wild 
ox, auroch or urus of naturalists. 

Un/ni (afflicted). (1) A Levite appointed to play 
upoa the psaltery, in the time of David, 1 Chr. xv. 
18, 20. (2) Another Levite, who acted as watchman 
after the return from captivity, Neh. xii. 9.

U’ph&z. Only in Jer. x. 9; Dan. x. 5, where it 
has been generally treated as an error for Ophir.

(2) Father of 
Geber, Solomon’s commissary officer in the land of 
Gilead, 1 Kgs. iv. 19. (3) A gate-keeper of the tem- 
ple in the time of Ezra, Ez. x. 24, 

U-ri’ah (light). (1) A Hittite, 2 Sam. xi. 3fand 
commander of one of the thirty divisions of David’s 
army, 2 Sam. xxiii. 39; 1 Chr. xi. 41. He was hus- 
band of the beautiful Bathsheba whom David coveted, 
and with whom he had committed the crime of adul- 
tery, 2 Sam. xi. 4,5. In order to conceal his crime 
and procure her for a wife, he ordered Joab, com- 
mander-in-chief, to place Uriah and his forces in the 
hottest part of the battle with Ammon, and then to 
desert him, leaving him to be overwhelmed and siain 
by superior numbers, 2 Sam. xi. 15-17. (2) A high 
priest in the reign of Ahaz, Isa. viii. 2, and probably 
the same as Urijah in 2 Kgs. xvi. 10-16, (3) A priest 
of the family of Hakkoz, in time of Ezra, and head 
of the seventh priestly course, Ez. viii. 33; written 
Urijah in Neh. iii. 4, 21. 

U-ri/as. (1) Matt. i, 6. [Upian,1.] (2) 1 Esdr. 
ix. 43. [Unisau, 3.] 

U’ri-el (fire of God). (1) One of the angels, 2 
Esdr, iv. 1, 36. (2) A chief of the Kohathite Levites 
in the time of David, 1 Chr. xv. 5,11. (3) A Kohath- 
ite Levite, son of Tahath, 1 Chr. vi. 24. (4) Father 
of Michaiah, or Maacha, wife of Rchoboam and mo- 
ther of Abijah, 2 Chr. xiii. 2. 

U-ri’jah (light of God). (1) A priest in the reign 
of Ahaz, and probably the same as Uriah (2), 2 Kgs. 
xvi. 10-16. (2) A priest of the family of Hakkoz or 
Koz, and probably same as Uriah (3), Neh. iii. 4, 21; 
viii. 4. (4) A prophet of Kirjath-jearim, and son of 
Shemaiah, who prophesied in the days of King Jehoia- 
kim against Jerusalem and Judah according to the 
words of Jeremiah, and whom Jehoiakim sought to 
put to death. He fled to Egypt, but was pursued, 
caught, brought back and slain, Jer. xxvi. 20-23. 

UWrim and Thiim/minm (light and perfection). 
From the way these mysterious words are spoken of 
in Ex. xxviii. 30, and in Lev. viii. 8, compared with 
Ex. xxviii. 15-21, they appear to denote some mate- 
rial things, separate from the high priest’s breastplate 
and its gems, and previously well known. Their pur- 
pose seems to be indicated in Num. xxvii. 21; 1 Sam. 
xxviii. 6, and, since they were connected with the 
ephod, in1 Sam. xxii. 14, 15; xxiii. 9-12; xxx. 7, 8, 
it may be inferred they were consulted to ascertain 
the will of Jehovah, and that they were preserved in 
the bag of the high priest’s breastplate to be borne 
‘*upon his heart before the Lord continually,’? Ex. 
xxviii. 30. Not in use after the captivity, Ez. ii. 63; 
Neh. vii. 65; Hos. iii. 4. 

U’su-ry (use). Exorbitant or unlawful interest 
for money loaned; but in a Bible sense the taking of 
any interest at all. The law of Moses prohibited He- 
brews from exacting interest of one another on loans, 
though not of foreigners, Lev. xxv. 36, 37; Deut. 
xxiii. 19, 20. Usury is severely denounced, Neh. v. 
7,10; Ps. xv. 5; Prov. xxviii. 8; Ezek. xxii. 12.

Wz! zi (mighty). (1) A son of Bukki and father 
of Zerahiah, in the line of high priests, but never a 
high priest, 1 Chr. vi. 5,6; Ez. vii. 4. (2) A son of 
Tola and grandson of Issachar, 1 Chr. vii. 2,3. (3) 
A son of Bela, of the tribe of Benjamin, 1 Chr. vii. 
7. (4) A Benjamite progenitor of several families 
settled in Jerusalem after the captivity, 1 Chr. ix. 8, 9. 
(5) A Levite, son of Bani, and overseer of the Le- 
vites at Jerusalem after the captivity, Neh. xi. 22. 
(6) A priest, and chief of the house of Jedaiah, in the 
time of the high priest Joiakim, Neh. xii. 19. (7) A 
priest who assisted Ezra at the dedication of the 
walls of Jerusalem, Neh. xii. 42. 

UWz-zi/a (God’s strength). Designated as the 
Ashterathite, one of David’s guard, 1 Chr. xi. 44. 

Uz-zi/ah (God’s strength). (1) Son and suc- 
cessor of Amaziah on the throne of Judah, B. c. 810- 
758, 2 Chr. xxvi. 1-3. He is called Azariah in 2 Kgs. 
xiv. 21 and elsewhere. He was a godly king, an ex- 
cellent general, and renowned city builder. But for 
daring to enter the temple and burn incense in vio- 
lation of the law, Num. xvi. 40, xviii. 7, he was 
stricken with leprosy and forced to live in a separate 
house till he died, 2 Kgs. xv. 1-7; 2 Chr. xxvi. (2) 
A Kohathite Levite, son of Uriel and ancestor of 
Samuel, 1 Chr. vi. 24. (3) Father of Jehonathan, 
superintendent of David’s storehouses in fields, cit- 
ies, villages and castles, 1 Chr. xxvii. 25. (4) A priest 
of the sons of Harim, Ez. x. 21. (5) A Judahite, 
Neh. xi. 4. 

Uz/zi-el (God's might). (1) Fourth son of 
Kohath, son of Levi, Ex. vi.

xxxiv. 3,6; (2) a wady, dry in summer but a torrent 
in rainy weather; (3) a plain, Josh. xi.

11; (4) a stretch of 
sloping ground, Deut. i. 7; Josh. x. 40; 1 Kgs. x. 27; 
2 Chr. i. 15; Jer. xxxiii. 13. 
Va-ni/ah (praise of God). A son of Bani, who 
| had married a foreign wife, Ez. x. 36. 

Vash/ni (second). Name of Samuel’s oldest son, 
1 Chr. vi. 28. In1 Sam. viii. 2, Joel appears as his 
firstborn son. 

Vash’ti (beautiful). Wife of King Ahasuerus and 
queen of Persia, Esth. i. 9-22. 

Vat. A large vessel for holding liquids, 
in Joel ii. 24; iii. 13. [Wine-rat.] 

Veil (carry). The veil of Gen. xxiv. 65; xxxviii. 
14; Ruth iii. 15; S. of Sol. v. 7; Isa. iii. 23, wasa 
shawl or mantle. The veil proper was worn by He- 
brew women only on special occasions, as in marriage, 
Gen. xxiv..65; for ornament, S. of Sol. iv. 1,3; for 
concealment as in harlotry, Gen. xxxviii. 14. 

Vér-mil/ion (little worm). A bright red color 
much affected by Hebrews in the painting of beams, 
ceilings, and conspicuous objects, Jer. xxii. 14; Ezek. 
xxiii. 14.

Vi/al (shallow cup). In a general sense any bot- 
tle or vessel, 1 Sam. x. 1. 

Vil/lage. In addition to the ordinary meaning, 
the unwalled suburbs of a walled town, Lev. xxv.

Vine (wine). A favorite Oriental plant of many 
varieties and cultivated from the earliest times, Gen. 
ix. 20; Num. xiii. 23. Subject of frequent meta- 
phor, Deut. xxxii. 32; emblem of felicity and con- 
tentment, 1 Kgs. iv. 25; Ps. exxvili. 3; Mic. iv. 4; 
rebellious Israel compared to ‘‘ wild grapes,’’ Isa. vy. 
2, ‘‘ strange vine,” Jer. ii. 21, “‘ empty vine,”’ Hos. x. 
1; symbol of spiritual union, John xv. 1-5. 

Vin/e-gir (sharp wine). A thin wine, Num. vi. 
3; Ruth ii. 14; acid, Prov. x. 26; unpalatable, Ps. 
lxix. 21. The thin sour wine of the Roman soldiers 
was the beverage in Matt. xxvii. 48 ; Mark xv. 36; 
John xix. 29, 30, 

Vine’yiird. Vineyards were generally on hills, 
Isa. v. 1; Jer. xxxi. 5; Am. ix. 13; surrounded by 
wails or hedges to keep out boars, Ps. Ixxx, 13 ; jack- 
als and foxes, Num. xxii. 24; Neh. iv. 3; 8S. of Sol. ii. 
15; Ezek. xiii. 4; Matt. xxi. 33. Towers were erected 
within the vineyard for watch-houses and dwellings 
for the vine-keeper, Isa. i. 8; v. 2; Matt. xxi. 33, 
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Vint/age (tuking wine away). The vintage sea- 
son a time of joy.

The He- 
brew word implies a hissing and venomous serpent, 
as the common European viper or adder, the horned 
vipers of the cerastes genus, and the Indian vipers, 
Job xx. 16; Isa. xxx. 6; Acts xxviii. 1-6. A symbol 
of deceit and destruction, Matt. iii. 7; xii. 34; xxiii. 
33; Luke iii. 7. 

Vis/ ion (seeing). Aninspired dream, phantasy, or 
apparition, Num. xxiv. 4; Isa. vi.; Ezek. i. viii.-x. ; 
Dan. vii., viii. ; Acts xxvi. 13-19. 

Voph/’si (gain). Father of Nahbi, the spy selected 
to represent the tribe of Naphtali, Num. xiii. 14. 

Vow (wish). Vows were threefold, vows of de- 
votion, abstinence, and destruction, and respecting 
them certain laws were laid down, Deut. xxiii. 21-23. 
The law in Lev. xxvii. regulated the vow of Corban, 
and that in Num. vi. 1-21 the Nazarite vow. 

Vul’/ture (tearer). A large falconoid bird, with 
naked head and neck, feeding mostly on carrion. 
The bird is pronounced unclean in Lev. xi. 14; Deut. 
xiv. 13; but the original implies the kite, as also in 
Isa. xxxiv, 15.

Wa/fer (wafie). Among Hebrews a thin cake of 
fine flour used in offerings. The flour was wheaten 
and the wafers were unleavened and anointed with 
oil, Ex. xvi. 31; xxix. 2, 23; Lev. ii. 4; vii. 12; viii. 
26; Num. vi. 15, 19. 

Wa/gés (pledges). The earliest O. T. mention of 
wages shows that they were paid in kind and not in 
money, Gen. xxix. 15, 20; xxx. 28; xxxi. 7, 8, 41. 
Wages paid in money are mentioned in N. T., Matt. 
xx. 2. The Mosaic law was very strict in requiring 
daily payment of wages, Lev. xix. 13; Deut. xxiv. 

9 

Wag’on (mover). Wagons of the Hebrews, like 
those of the ancient Egyptians, were carts, consisting 
of planks or at most of crude box-like bodies, sup- 
ported upon axles which connected two solid wooden 
wheels. They were mostly drawn by oxen or kine, 
Num. vii. 3, 8; 1 Sam. vi. 3-14. 


Walk (move). Walk has figurative use in the 
Bible to denote the behavior and spiritual character 
of a person, Ezek. xi. 20; Rom. viil. 1. 

Wall of Pir-ti/tion. The allusion in Eph. ii. 
14 is to the ‘‘ wall of partition ” which separated the 
holy of holies from the holy place in Solomon’s tem- 
ple, 1 Kgs. vi. 31, 35. 

Walls (palisades). Solid walls limitedly used in 
Oriental countries for ordinary dwellings, but at times 
solidly laid and strongly built for palaces and temples, 
and as a protection to cities. They were of various 
materials, palisades, clay, cemented pebbles, brick, 
and stone. Houses were frequently erected on the 
walls of cities, and towers for archers and slingers, 
Josh. ii. 15; Ps. lxii. 3; Isa. xxx. 13; Luke vi. 48. 


Wan’dér-ings (windings). The wilderness wan- 
derings of the Israelites began at Rameses, the place 
of rendezvous, west of the Red Sea. The time as 
fixed by modern Egyptologists was during the reign 
of the Pharaoh Menephthah, B. c. 1317, though an- 
other date, B. c. 1491, was for a long time received. 
After crossing into Arabia, the line of march was 
southerly to the wilderness of Sinai, where a long 
halt was made, the law given, the tabernacle built, 
and the people were numbered, Ex. xv. 23, 27; 
xvi.-xl.; Lev.; Num. i.-x. 12. From Sinai the 
route was northward to Kadesh near the southern 
border of Canaan, the time thus far consumed be- 
ing two years, Num. xiii. 26. Here they were con- 
demned to further wilderness wanderings for a pe- 
riod of thirty-eight years. This period was seem- 
ingly one devoted to nomadic existence like that of 
other Arabian tribes. When the time came for an- 
other move on Canaan, the route lay around the 
head of the Gulf of Akaba and thence eastward and 
northward to Moab and the Jordan crossing, Num. 
xxxiii. 48, 49, 

War (embroil). Primitive Hebrew weapons were 
clubs, arrows, slings, swords, and spears. No army 
divisions except those indicated by the tribes. The 
contests of this period often hand-to-hand and brutal, 
2 Sam. i, 23; ii. 18; 1 Chr. xii. 8; 2 Chr. xiii. 17. 
Many of the modern stratagems employed, as the 
double attack, Gen. xiv. 15; ambush, Josh. viii. 12; 
false retreat, Judg. xx. 37; night attack, 2 Kgs. vii. 
12. Sometimes battles were settled by single-handed 
combats, 1Sam. xvii. ; 2Sam. ii. 15, 16; 1 Chr. xi. 6. 
King David’s army was divided into regularly disci- 
plined and officered bands under a general-in-chief, 
2 Sam. xviii. 1, 2; xxiii. 8-39; 1 Chr. xi. 25-47; xii., 
xxvii. He introduced the heavier weapons, such as 
catapults and battering-rams for siege-work and char- 
iots for field-work, 2 Sam. viii. 4. Soldiers killed in 
action were plundered, 1 Sam. xxxi. 8; survivors 
were mutilated or killed, Judg. i. 6; ix. 45; 2 Sam. 
xii. 31; 2 Chr. xxv. 12; or carried into captivity, 
Num. xxxi. 26. 

Ward (watch). A guard-room or lock-up, Gen. 
xl. 3; Acts xii. 10. A garrison or military post, Neh. 
xii. 25. A detachment of persons, guard, for any pur- 
pose, 1 Chr. ix. 23; Neh. xiii. 30. 

Ward/robe (watch-robe). Place where the royal 
robes and priest’s vestments were kept under watch 
or care, 2 Kgs. xxii. 14. 

Wares. [ComMERcE.] 

Wash/ing. The custom of washing hands before 
meals or of feet after a journey or on entering a stran- 
ger’s house was not only a polite ceremony but a re- 
ligious observance, Matt. xv. 2; Mark vii. 3; Luke 
xi. 38. After the salutation the first act of hospital- 
ity was to proffer a basin of water to the guest for 
washing the feet, Gen. xviii. 4; Ex. xxx. 19, 21;

Wa/ter of Jéal/otis-y. The jealous husband 
brought his suspected wife before the priest, with her 
offering of barley meal, without oil or frankincense, 
in her hand. The priest took holy water in an 
earthen vessel in his hand and sprinkled it with the 
dust of the Hoor. Then the priest administered the 
oath to her. If she confessed to guilt she was com- 
pelled to drink the water, and stood accursed. If 
otherwise, she was allowed to go free, Num. v. 12-31.

Weights and Meag/ures. The standard of 
Hebrew weights and measures was kept in the sanc- 
tuary, Lev. xix. 35, 36. A copy of said standard was 
kept in the household, Deut. xxv. 13-15. The de- 
struction of the ancient standard with the tabernacle 
led to the adoption of the various weights and mea- 
sures of such countries as the Hebrews happened to be 
subject to or in commercial intercourse with. Hence 
the subject of Hebrew weights and measures is full of 
perplexity and uncertainty. See various weights and 
measures under their respective headings. 

Well (boil). Wells were of great importance in 
Palestine, Gen. xxiv. 11; Num. xx. 17-19; Judg. vii. 
1. They were sometimes deep, John iv. 11; fre- 
quently owned in common, Gen. xxix. 2, 3; covered 
at times with a stone and surrounded by a low wall 
to protect them from drifting sand, Gen. xxix. 2-8; 
to stop them up an act of hostility, Gen. xxvi. 15, 
16; to invade them a cause for contention, Gen. xxi. 
25; water sometimes drawn by sweeps or wind- 
lasses, but generally by a bucket attached to a rope, 
and in some cases steps led down to them, Gen. xxi. 
25-31; Judg. i. 13-15; 1 Sam. xxix. 1; emblem of 
blessings, Jer. ii. 13 ; xvii. 13. 

Whale. The Hebrew original translated ‘“ great 
whales’? in Gen. i. 21 is used of ‘‘serpents’’ in Ex. 
vii. 9; Deut. xxxii. 33, and of the “‘ crocodile ” in Ezek. 
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xxix. 3; xxxii.2. Im Job vii. 12; Isa. xxvii. 1, the 
name belongs to sea monsters. It is thought that 
the shark of the Mediterranean is meant in Jonah 
i. 17; Matt. xii. 40. 

Wheat. This well-known cereal was cultivated 
in the East from the earliest times, Gen. xxx. 14, 
and grew luxuriantly and of many varieties in Egypt, 
Gen. xli. 22. Syria and Palestine were both fine 
wheat-growing countries, Ps. Ixxxi. 16; cxlvii. 14; 
Matt. xiii. 8. Wheat-harvest denoted a well-known 
season, Gen. xxx. 14. 

Whirlwind. Whirlwinds of great violence and 


frequency were well-known desert visitations and 
ve rise to many Scripture metaphors, Job xxxvii. 
; Isa. xvii. 13.

Wim/ple. Ina Bible sense, a hood or veil as in 
Isa. iii.

Wind (blow). Hebrews recognized the cardina)} 
winds in their “‘ four winds,’’ north, south, east, west, 
Ezek. xxxvii. 9; Dan. viii. 8; Zech. ii. 6 ; Matt. xxiv. 
31. The east wind injured vegetation, Gen. xli. 6; 
Job i, 19; Isa. xxvii. 8. The south wind brought 
heat, Luke xii. 55. The southwest and north winds 
brought clear cool weather, Job xxxvii. 9, 22; Prov. 
xxy. 23. The west wind, coming from the Mediter- 
ranean, brought rain. 

Win’dow (wind-eye). In primitive Oriental 
houses the windows were simply openings upon the 
inner or court side of houses. But on the 
street or public side there were frequently 
latticed projections both for ventilation and

Other 
provisions of the Mosaic law show great consideration 
for widows, Ex. xxii. 22; Deut. xiv. 29; xvi. 11, 14; 
xxiv. 19-21; xxvi. 12; xxvii. 19. 

Wife. [Marriscz.] 

Wil/dér-ness (place of wild beasts). Like the 
word desert, wilderness does not necessarily imply 
an absolutely arid, sandy, and uninhabitable place, 
but an uncultivated waste, which it was possible for 
pastoral tribes to occupy, and with stretches of pas- 
turage, Josh. xv. 61; Isa. xlii.11. The wilderness of 
wandering in which the Israelites spent forty years, 
Deut. i. 1 ; Josh. v. 6; Neh. ix. 19, 21; Ps. Ixxviii. 
40-52; cvii. 4; Jer. ii. 2, was practically the great 
peninsula of Sinai lying between Seir, Edom, and 
Gulf of Akaba on the east,and Gulf of Suez and 
Egypt on the west. It embraced many minor divi- 
sions or wildernesses, as those of Sin or Zin, Paran, 
Shur, Etham, and Sinai. [WanpeERines.] 

Will. The laws respecting realty rendered wills 
useless, but nuncupative disposition of personalty 
seems to be implied in 2 Sam. xvii. 23; 2 Kgs. xx.1; 
Isa. xxxviii. 1. 

Willow. Before the captivity the willow was 
an emblem of joy, Lev. xxiii. 40; Job xl. 22; Isa. 
xliv. 4; but in allusion to the captivity, the weep- 
ing willow of Babylonia became the poetical type 
of sorrow, Ps. cxxxvii. 2. The “ brook of willows,”

ii. 16. 

Win/now (wind). The process of win- 
nowing or winding grain was that of tossing 
the mixed chaff and kernels into the air, 
on a high, windy spot, with a fork or 
shovel, so that the wind could carry the 
chaff away. The floor on which the kernels fell was 
usually clean and solid, and when not 80, a sheet was 
used to catch the grains, Isa. xxx. 24; xli. 16; Matt. 
iii, 12. Evening was the favorite winnowing time 
because the breezes were then steadiest, Ruth iii. 2. 

Win/ter. Winters in Palestine are short, lasting 
from December till February, S. of Sol. ii. 11.

Za/rah (dawn). A son of Judah by Tamar, Gen. 
xxxviii. 30; xlvi. 12. Called Zerah in Num. xxvi. 20, 
and founder of the family of Zarhites; also Zerah in 
Josh. vii. 1, 18; xxii. 20; 1 Chr. ii. 4,6; ix.6; Neh. 
xi. 24, Zara in Matt. i. 3.

Za/za (for all). Ason of Jonathan, and descend- 
ant of Judah, 1 Chr. ii, 33. 

Zéal/Sts (zealous), Name of a fanatical Jewish 
party, strongest from A. D. 6 to70. It was political, 
having for its aim the overthrow of Roman authority ; 
and religious, seeking a Jewish theocracy over the 
whole earth. In Acts v. 37 it seems to have been 
headed by one Judas of Galilee. 

Zé&b//a-di/ah (portion of God). (1) A son of 
Beriah, of Benjamin, 1 Chr. viii. 15. (2) A son of 
Elpaal of Benjamin, 1 Chr. viii.

Zéb/e-dee (God’s portion). A fisherman of Gali- 
lee, husband of Salome, and father of the apostles 
James the Great and John, Matt. iv. 21; xxvii. 56; 
Mark i. 19, 20; xv. 40. Hix home is located at or 
near Bethsaida, and he appears to have been able to 
employ help in his occupation, Mark i. 20. 

Ze-bi/na (buying). A aonof Nebo who had taken 
a foreign wife after the captivity, Ez. x. 43. 

Zé-bd/im (deer). (1) One of the five cities of the 
plain, or circle, of Jordan, Gen. x. 19; Deut. xxix. 
23; Hos. xi. 8. It is called Zeboiim in Gen. xiv. 
2, 8. (2) A valley, or mountain gorge, contiguous 
to Michmash, 1 Sam. xiii. 18. (3) A place inhabited 
by Benjamites after the return from captivity, Neh. 
xi. 34. 

Ze-boi/im, Gen. xiv. 2,8. [Zzsom, 1.] 

Zeé-bi/dah (given). Wife of King Josiah and 
mother of King Jehoiakim, 2 Kgs. xxiii. 36. 

Ze& bul (habitation). Ruler of the city of Shechem 
at the time of the contest between Abimelech and the 
native Canaanites, Judg. ix. 28-41. 

Zéb/u-lon-ite”, Judg. xii. 11. [ZepuLunrrss.] 

Zéb/u-lun (dwelling). () Tenth son of Jacob, 
and sixth and last by Leah, Gen. xxx. 20; xxxv. 
Three sons are ascribed to him at the time of the 
migration to Egypt, Gen. xlvi. 14. Zebulun was one 
of the six tribes stationed on Ebal to pronounce the 
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curse, Deut. xxvii. 13. The allotment of the tribe 
was bounded as in Josh. xix. 10-16, and in general 
stretched from Acre to Jordan, taking in the plain 
of Esdraelon. The tribe did not expel the natives in 
its allotment, but associated with them and fell into 
easy commercial intercourse with Phenicia on the 
weat, Judg. i. 30. It became an idolatrous tribe, 2 
Chr. xxx. 10-18, and its territory was depopulated 
in the captivity of Israel by Tiglath-pileser, 2 Kgs,

Zéch’a-rvVah (memory of God). Son of Bere- 
chiah, Zech. i. 1; of Iddo, Ez. v. 1. Eleventh of the 
minor prophets and contemporary of Haggai, born in 
Babylon during the captivity, returned with Zerub- 
babel, Ez. v. 1; vi. 14. The time of his prophecies 
is reckoned as between B. c. 520 and 518, during the 
period of building the second temple, whose comple- 
tion was largely due to his energies as priest and 
prophet. His book, 38th of O. T., is divided into two 
parts. Chapters i.-viii. contain hopeful visions of 
the restored Hebrew state, exhortations to turn to 
Jehovah, warnings against God’s enemies. Chapters 
ix.-xiv. are prophetic of the future fortunes of the 
theocracy, the conversion of Israel, the glorification 
of God’s kingdom and of the coming of the Messiah. 
The style of the book is obscure. Many critics at- 
tribute the authorship of the second division of the 
book to Jeremiah.

2 Chr. xxxvi. 11. He was raised to the throne by 
Nebuchadnezzar, who changed his name from Matta- 
niah to Zedekiah, 2 Kgs, xxiv. 17. In the ninth year 
of his reign, he revolted against Nebuchadnezzar, 
who thereupon completed the captivity of Judah and 
ended the kingdom, 2 Kgs. xxv. 1-21; 2 Chr. xxxvi. 
11-21; Jer. xxi.-xxxviii. ; Ezek. xvii. 15-21. (2) Son 
of Chenaanah, a prophet and head of the prophetic 
school in reign of Jehoshaphat, 1 Kgs. xxii. ; 2 Chr. 
xviii. 10-24. (3) Son of Hananiah, and a court officer 
under Jehoiakim, Jer. xxxvi. 12. (4) A false pro- 
phet burnt to death by Nebuchadnezzar, Jer. xxix.
